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Another evidence of the Washington gun factory’s ca- 
pacity for all classes of ordnance work is shown in the 
completion recently of one Shundred heavy one-pounder 
automatic guns of the Maxim-Nordenfeldt pattern, which 
were ordered just one year ago, but delayed because of 
the pressure for larger types of rifles necessary to equip 
auxiliaries and other ships during the war. The new 
guns have marvelous rapidity of fire and are capable of 
discharging 250 shots a minute without undue exertion 
upon the man working the piece. It was at first believed 
that they would mark an advance in secondary battery 
armament equal to that in the Maxim gun as com- 
pared with ordinary magazine small] arms. The ordnance 
officials, however, are convinced after close examination 
that these guns are nearly as heavy and large as a six- 
pounder, while the disadvantage in using ammunition 
from belts, which has always been a source of annoyance 
and trouble, renders it probable that no more of them 
will be ordered. Capt. O’Neil in his last annual report to 
the Secretary expresses his opinion that the one-pounder 
gun has no appreciable value in the economy of a battle- 
ship or heavy cruiser, except perhaps for boat guns 
and landing parties, and it is the intention of the De- 
partment to substitute for them on torpedo boats now 
building three-pounder semi-automatic guns, and perhaps 
on other ships the changes may also be ordered. Recently 
an interesting and at times acrimonious debate occurred 
in Congress over these guns on account of a misappre- 
hension of facts relating to the contract. When the or- 
der for the guns was given to the Maxim-Nordenfeldt 
Ammunition Company of Great Britain they were in- 
formed that the law required that the weapon should be 
manufactured in this country. This being impossible, an 
arrangement was made by which the Government would 
pay a royalty and undertake the construction of the guns 
at the gun factory in Washington. Under the original 
contract the company was to be paid $2,375 for each 
gun and mount. Their cost to the Navy, however, under 
the modified arrangement, was but $1,887, a total saving 
of nearly $50,000 on the lot. 
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For the third time in the history of the country there 
is now a full Admiral of the Navy, one who has attained 
that rank through a series of brilliant achievements 
marked by not a single mistake. It is Admiral 
Dewey who wae one year ago a Commodore command- 
ing seven warships and is now in charge of the finest fleet 
that ever flew the American flag in foreign waters. By 
his promotion the Admiral becomes the ranking military 
officer of the whole Government service. His position to 
the Navy is that of a General to the Army, and he has 
the privilege of continuing as the ranking officer of the 
naval service so long as he elects. The bill promoting 
him names no time when he shall retire, but leaves it 
optional with the Admiral. His advancement, however, 
will not result in his relief from command at Manila, but 
is expected that he may wish to return home later on 
after affairs there have assumed a more tranquil 
state. On Friday the nomination was made, and 
Secretary Long at once cabled the Admiral of his pro- 
motion. At the same time he was directed to hoist 
the flag of an Admiral, wear the uniform of one, and 
exercise all the functions of an officer of this high grade. 
As the blue field with four white stars is run up on the 
Olympia, every ship in the fleet will salute with seven- 
teen guns, and hereafter Admiral Dewey becomes the 
ranking officer on the entire Asiatic Station. There was 
never much doubt of a bill passing Congress creating 
this grade for him, although delay followed which at 
one time seemed to threaten its failure. 





It was announced at the War Department this week 
that the proposed trip of Secretary Alger with a large 
party of official and personal friends to Cuba and Porto 
Rico, had been abandoned on account of the pressure of 
work incident to the adoption of an Army organization 
bill. The Secretary had issued invitations to all. mem- 
bers of both House and Senate Military Committees, and 
a number of other persons, and it was expected the party 
would leave New York on the Berlin next Monday. The 
ship was subjected to some alterations to provide for the 
number of guests expected on board. It is claimed at 
the War Department that the trip was not abandoned 
on account of any criticism against the use of Govern- 
ment vessels for such purposes, but that unusual pres- 
sure of business and the illness of the Secretary’s daugh- 
ter were the real reasons in the way. The Democratic 
members of both committees declined the invitations on 
the theory that they could not square themselves with 
their constituents if they made the trip on a Government 
ship. 





Both the Army Reorganization bill and the Naval Per- 
sonnel bill were signed on Friday by the President and 
are now operative. On Thursday when it was apparent 
that the bill for the Navy could not fail, a Board was ap- 
pointed to prepare a list of officere showing their relative 
standing under the amalgamation plan. We print else- 
where the new register, as it will appear so far as it is 
possible now to arrange it. The list shows the relative 
position of the new line including the promotions rec- 
ommended by the Promotion Board which will change 
the status of some officers should they not be confirmed 
promptly, 
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The testimony before the court which is investigating 
the beef issued in Cuba confirms what we said when the 
troops were in the field there. Tin is not a suitable 
cover for a travel ration, because meat exposed to the 
air in contact with tin spoils, and may cause the forma- 
tion of compounds that are dangerous to health. One 
of the non-commissioned officers testifying was told to 
explain how a can of fresh roast beef was given a man 
for a three days’ ration. The can was intended to be 
kept for three days, said the witness. He would open it 
and after eating one meal out of it would be compelled 
to keep the rest in the open can, and it would not keep 
more than three or four hours. The Germans cover 
their famous sausage with a varnish of gelatine in which 
potassie bi-chlorate has been dissolved. The action of 
light makes this impervious to ordinary conditions of 
moisture. When a part is cut away the exposed surface 
is small. There is no bulky case to add to the debris of 
a camp and on the whole the advantages of this method 
of putting up the ration make it much superior to tin. 
Evidently our American inventors need to put on their 
thinking caps to devise something as good. 





There is one point which, so far as we have noticed, 
has not been considered by any of the courts and com- 
missions that have investigated the canned roast beef. 
This article of food is by no means new. It has been 
sold for years, especially in the West, and men camp- 
ing out in New Mexico and Arizona use it in consider- 
able quantity. In fact, it is liked, and its use is re- 
stricted only by the fact that it is more costly than 
canned corn beef. The roast beef is not so good for a 
steady ration as its corned rival, the flavor palling on 
the appetite after a few days. It is valuable for a 
change of diet, and so far as we know there is no com- 
plaint of its quality. If opened it spoils more readily 
than corned beef, but it could not hold its place in the 
market, it would not be on sale at all if it were com- 
plained of so constantly as the beef issued in Cuba. 
Arizona is a hot country, and if this meat can be sold 
there all the year round we do not understand how the 
same article could be so offensive in Cuba. 
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In the debate on the Army bill in the Senate, Mr. 
Allen said: “I recollect an instance coming under my 
own observation during the late Civil War, where a 
regiment of over 1,000 men was ordered into a charge 
and refused to go, refused to move. The battle had al- 
ready opened; the line was to be carried. They were 
placed under arrest and sent to the rear. Then a regi- 
ment from Kansas, numbering 175 men, were ordered 
in their place and carried the line. They were soldiers, 
and the others were not, although they wore blue clothes. 
So I say it is the compactness of the organization, the 
efficiency, which tells. What is a soldier for, Mr. Presi- 
dent? His purposé, his mission on earth is to fight bat- 
tles, to win victories. That is his mission, and if he can 
not fight battles and win victories, he ought not to be 
mustered into the service. He is not there for parade; 
he is not there to wear tinsel; he is not there to receive 
smiles and gratulations and roses; he is there for the 
service of his country.” 








We observe that our foreign exchanges are noting with 
eagerness the facts and suggestions contained in the ex- 
tremely valuable annual report of the Engineer-in-Chief 
of the Navy, Geo. W. Melville, and are making copious 
extracts from the report for the instruction of their own 
engineer officers. Chief Dngr. Melville is universally 
recognized as one of the ablest men in his profession any- 
where in the world, and his opportunities for study and 
observation have been very unusual. Indeed, our 
Navy Department was controlled in its various bureaus 
by men of exceptional capacity to deal with the problems 
arising out of the war, Secretary Long had the good 
sense to listen to the suggestions and to exercise his in- 


fluence to secure action upon them. Hence the success 


in the administration of our Navy during the contest 
with Spain which has won the admiration of all who ap- 
preciate good work.

THE NEW ARMY BILL. 


An act for increasing the efficiency of the Army of 
the United States, and for other purposes, etc. 

That from and after the date of approval of this act 
the Army of the United States shall consist of 3 Major 
Generals, 6 Brigadier Generals, 10 regiments of cavalry, 
7 regiments of artillery, 25 regiments of infantry, ay 
Adjutant General’s Department, an Inspector General's 
Department, a Judge Advocate General’s Department, , 
Quartermaster’s Department, a Subsistence Department, 
a Medical Department, a Pay Department, a Corps of 
Engineers, an Ordnance Department, a Signal Corps, 
30 Chaplains, to be assigned to regiments or posts in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War, the officers of the 
Record and Pension Office, the officers and enlisted 
men of the Army on the retired list, the Professors, 
Corps of Cadets, an Army Service Detachment and 
Band at the United States Military Academy, and such 
other officers and enlisted men as may hereinafter be 
provided for: Provided, That when a vacancy shall 
occur through death, retirement, or other separation 
from active service, in the office of Storekeeper in the 
Quartermaster’s Department, and Ordnance Depart- 
ment, respectively, now provided for by law, said offices 
shall cease to exist. 

Sec. 2. That each regiment of cavalry shall consist 
of 1 Colonel, 1 Lieutenant Colonel, 3 Majors; 14 Cap- 
tains, 2 of whom shall be available for detail as Adju- 
tant and Quartermaster; 16 Ist Lieutenants, of whom 
1 shall be available for detail as Commissary, and 3 for 
detail as Squadron Adjutants; 12 2d Lieutenants, 2 
Veterinarians, 1 Sergeant Major, 1 Quartermaster Ser.

With railroads connecting Asia and Africa with 
Europe, steamship lines connecting all foreign and do- 
mestic ports, and inter-oceanic canals, our isolation has 
ceased. The balance of power in Europe away 
on the entrance of Japan into the arena, and in its stead 
is now dawning the balance of power of the world. Our 
country will take her place roe the nations of the 
earth, according to the means she has to protect her in- 
tereste and afford security to her citizens.

ARMY LIFE IN CUBA. 


Great improvement in the sanitary condition of Cuban 
towns is reported as the result of the processes of street 
cleaning and house to house inspection instituted by 
our officers. A correspondent of the New York “Times” 
says: “Some troops are stationed immediately in the 
city of Havana, but more are in the various suburbs, 
and as a consequence these little towns are filled with 
Army women. Some are boarding, others have taken 
houses, beautiful Spanish haciendas. Usually two or 
three, or even more, families have these houses to- 
gether, for no one has brought furniture, and two or 
three rooms at most are as many as one cares to use. 
The reception hall in each of these houses is the recep- 
tion parlor as well, and it is wonderful how a few sim- 
ple ornaments make a cheerful room of this usually 
arge apartment. 

“Breakfast is very simple; coffee—the most delicious 
coffee imaginable, too—and rolls are brought in from a 
little Cuban restaurant across the street. For some 
this is all the breakfast desired, but others of the house- 
hold like more, and so have their own fruit, and bring 
the chafing dish in as an important factor in preparing 
bacon, chipped beef, or some of the other g can 
meats that the Commissary has in stock. One has no 
idea how good some of these American products taste 
after Cuban cooking. Our dinner is served from the 
same little cafe, and supper also. 

“Coming from the far North, as many of us have 
done, this country, where the windows have no 
glass and the rooms no fireplaces, is strange. All day 
the window shutters are left wide open, but as soon as 
night begins to fall they are closed religiously, that 
no night air may come in. Try as we will to poe out 
the mosquitoes, we are not entirely successful. ome 
houses in the suburbs have gas or electric lights, or 
pernees gasoline lights, but lamps are the sole means of 
ighting this abode. We try to get along with as little 
furniture as possible, however; so we have not enough 
lamps to light the entire house. Those that do service 
in the bedrooms are u in the dining room also, and 
it is not unusual for these same ones to be carried into 
the salon to contribute their share toward lighting that 
apartment. Every particle of water that we drink is 
boiled and then set to cool in water monkeys. There is 
a Spanish name for these, but I do not recall it at pres- 
ent. Our water supply comes from a cistern in our 
patio, and after it is boiled and cool, tastes well.” 


GUAM. 


The collier Brutus, Lieut. V. L. Cottman, arrived Feb. 
20 at Honolulu from Guam, which she left Feb. 1. She 
reports that the Bennington, Comdr. E. D. Taussig, ar- 
rived at Guam on Jan. 27 and raised the American flag 
over Fort Santa Cruz, commanding the harbor of San 
Luis de Apra, and over the Government buildings at 
Agana Feb. 1. The flag at Fort Santa Cruz was 
saluted by twenty-one guns from the Bennington and 
at Agana by a battalion from the Bennington and com- 
pany of native militia with a field battery. The reports 
of a revolt against the United States authority follow- 
ing the departure of the Charleston are untrue. The 
Brutus arrived Jan. 1, and was in port when the Ben- 
nington arrived. 

In a letter brought by the Brutus Comdr, Taussig says: 
“The island is about twenty-seven miles long and an 
average of about seven or eight miles wide. ft is high 
in many places. The soil is good. Some coffee and 
cocoa are raised, but labor is scarce, although there are 
nearly 10,000 inhabitants on the island. The beef is not 
fit to eat. A laborer’s pay is 25 cents a day if he is fed 
and 50 cents if he is not. There are very few Euro- 
peans. We reached Wake Island on Jan, 17. It is low 
and covered with brush, bushes and some trees. It is 
fringed by a coral reef whose outer wall is nearly ver- 
tical and I could find no anchorage. I was disappointed 
at not being able to take our boats into what is marked 
as the entrance to the lagoon. There was not water 
enough throughout the day. The bare edge of the reef 
was out of water as the breakers receded. I did, how- 








ever, succeed in making a landing when a flagstaff was 
planted and we hoisted our flag, which was saluted with 
twenty-one guns from the Bennington.”

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POLITICAL AND PERSONAL PREFERENCES. 


Congressman Berry of Kentucky has taken the trouble 
to have a carefully prepared list arranged in which he 
divides the appointments made during the Spanish war, 
under several heads—“Sons of great men,” “Grandsons,” 
“Nephews,” “Sons-in-law,” “Children of thé social pull,” 
and ex-Governors. Under another head he gives the 
full list of appointments secured by public men and 
other influences, This list was made from the records 
on file at the War Department, showing the sponsors of 
the various persons appointed to commissioned rank, 
and formed part of Mr. Berry’s remarks on the Hull Re- 
organization bill. 

It is rather amusing to find in this list the name of 
Gen. W. 8S. Worth, who has been in the Army since 
iSG1, and who served through the Civil War. General 
Worth is undoubtedly the son of his father, but that fact 
had nothing whatever to do with his well deserved pro- 
motion, The same is true of Gen. Leonard Wood, who 
hus been in the Army since 1886, and who had previous 
io the war demonstrated his capacity for command. 
The question as to the influences securing appointments 
is of less consequence than the character of the appoint- 
ments, and many of the names mentioned will be recog- 
nized as those of men who have done excellent service 
and whe were entitled to consideration because of the 
public services rendered by their relatives.

Mul- 
licksen; Congressman Bodkin, of Kansas, is responsible 
for the appointment of a Captain; the Maine delegation 
got young Blaine and Milliken appointed; Congressman 
Elliot, of South Carolina, secured a Lieutenant Colonel 
and Captain; Senators Spooner and Mitchell are given 
credit for the appointment of a Lieutenant Colonel and 
Major; Senators Gear and Allison, for two Captains; 
lowa representatives were given three Majors and a 
Captain; Senator Elkins pulled off three Captains; Con- 
cressman Robbins, one Captain; Senators Quay and 
enrose, two Captains and a Major: the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was allowed one Captain; National Committee- 
han Durbin, of Indiana, backed.a Major and had him 
ippointed; Congressman Steele, of Indiana, was allowed 
‘1 Captain, and Senator Fairbanks pulled off three Cap- 
tains, All of these appointments were in the various 
staff corps of the Army.

REMARKABLE LETTERS FROM CERVERA. 


An Italian naval contemporary publishes some highly 
interesting and remarkable letters written at the begin- 
ning of last year by Admiral Cervera, which plainly show 
that then, and for the two previous years, he regarded 
war with the United States as inevitable, that he fully 
realized, not merely the utter unreadiness of the Spanish 
navy for war, but also the incapacity of the government 
to make it ready for the struggle into which the coun- 
try was drifting, and he records in the plainest words 
his full conviction of the tremendous disasters in store 
for the national arms on the sea. Foreseeing that upon 
himself would devolve the terrible duty of leading; his 
country’s fleet to certain defeat and destruction, he ‘ells 
his friend that he desires in his letters to place his views 
upon secret record—secrecy being then his duty as re- 
garded the shortcomings of the navy—in case it should 
one day become necessary to bring them to light in de- 
fence of his memory, or even of himself, when the folly 
of some, the greed of others, and the incapacity of all 
should have wrought their inevitable effect. As an in- 
stance of the utter disorganization of Spanish naval ad- 
ministration, he points out that the Catalonia had been 
begun eight years before, and that her hull was still un- 
finished, all the national arsenals being in a like inefficient 
state. He writes from Cadiz: “The fleet is practically 
reduced to the three cruisers at Bilbao, to the Colombo, 
Destructor, and the destroyers Furor and Terror. As to 
the cruisers, their principal armament, viz., their 14 
em. battery, is practically unserviceable, and the Colom- 
bo, unquestionably the best of our ships in a military 
— of view, has not yet been furnished with her 
eavy guns. The Destructor might do for a despatch 
vessel, though her speed is hardly such as to fit her for 
rendering service of this kind to a fleet. The Furor and 
Terror are in a good state, but I doubt if they could use 
their 75 mm, guns effectively. As regards the needs of a 
fleet, we often cannot procure the most necessary things. 
We cannot get coal from the arsenal here, and neither at 
Barcelona nor Cadiz can we get half the biscuit we re- 
quire. We have no charts of American waters, though 
I believe somebody has been seeing to the matter. How- 
ever that may be, we cannot sail at present. I am happy 
to say that the morale of the crews is excellent.” 

In another of the letters he tells his correspondent that 
he does not believe the Pelayo or the Carlos V. will be 
got ready in time to join the squadron, if at all. Of the 
battleship he knows nothing, but had heard very unsatis- 
factory intelligence respecting the Carlos V. Neither 
does he believe the Numancia or the Lepanto will be 
ready to go to sea in time, and the Colombo will have to 
face the enemy without her heavy guns. As for the eight 
principal ships on the Havana station, he oaye they have 
no ssiltary value of any sort, and would only be burned 
by the enemy. “Spain can only take the offensive by 
sending out swift vessels to do as much damage as they 
can in rapid cruises, but even a successful naval battle 
would be disastrous, for where and how could our ves- 
sels repair damages received in action?’ This curiously 
accurate forecast of disaster forcibly recalls the despair- 
ing letters written to Philip II. by another famous Span- 
ish Admiral, the Duke of Medina-Sidonia, who com- 
manded the memorable Armada destined to invade 
England. Medina-Sidonia’s letters breathe the same de- 
sponding tone, and tell the same tale of insufficiency of 
armament and provisions, and of general mismanage- 
ment, and the same sense of inevitable disaster is ex- 
pressed, Both Admirals, indeed, only assumed command 
reluctantly, and in obedience to a sense of duty, and the 
historic parallel is all but complete.

TO REFORM OUR STAFF SYSTEM. 

In the Senate on Feb. 21 Senator Proctor, ex-Secre- 
tary of War, made a strong argument against the Hull 
bill because it contained no provision for improving the 
staff corps. He said: “If the bill passes in its present 
form we can not expect any reform in Army organiza- 
tion for twenty-five or fifty years, and we are already 
fifty years behind the times. The present evils will be 
intrenched stronger than ever. Each staff corps is en- 
tirely distinct by itself and its members permanently 
separated from service with troops or in another staff 
corps. Wher a vacancy occurs in the staff, the promo- 
tions are made regularly and an appointment is made at 
the foot of the list. Less care is used than would be in 
an appointment to a higher place. It is a mere state- 
ment of fact to say that the man who has the strongest 
pull usually gets the place. It is oftener obtained on 
political influence; sometimes on personal or social. — 

“Permit me to state the common method. There is a 
vacancy, or is to be one, of a Captaincy in the Quarter- 
master's Department. The scramble for the place com- 
mences months before the vacancy actually occurs. 
There are about six hundred Ist Lieutenants in the line 
of the Army, aside from the temporary increase. There 
are hundreds of others just as well fitted who do not, 
either because they have no influential political friends 
to back them, or in many cases, I am glad to say, be- 
cause many of the most deserving officers of the Army, 
from a nice sense of honor and propriety, will never 
seek preferment or allow their friends to do so for them, 
resting their claims entirely, and, with rare exceptions, 
vainly, upon their record. The applicants in these cases 
file briefs giving their record, with letters from military 
officers, personal and political friends. These briefs are 
often printed pamphlets of many pages, The _ wives, 
mothers, and sisters of the applicants in personal inter- 
views appeal to the President and Secretary. This 
scramble to get out of the fighting branch of the Army 
is at least unseemly. No system could be better calcu- 
lated to kill ambition. The officer is certain of his fu- 
ture. He has his office and his clerks in a city, for quite 
a part of his service is in Washington and other large 
cities. Except in times of great emergency he has regu 
lar office hours, none of the hardships of frontier posts 
and unhealthful climes, none of the labor and responsi- 
bility of commanding and training and caring for men, 
He and his family have all the advantages of good 
society and his children of schools. Of course some of 
these men must become ‘bureauized,’ to coin a word. 
But if they keep within the lines of military law, which 
is easy, they are safe in their positions. A tour of duty 
with troops or a permanent return to the line of such 
men would be greatly for their good and that of the 
service, I have a list here of the appointments for the 
last ten years. In many cases officers have jumped 
over a hundred of their seniors, and sometimes up to 
five and six hundred. 

“T appeal, Mr. President, in behalf of the line of the 
Army, the men who endure the hardships and privations, 
who are stationed on the frontiers, who often must be 
separated from their families, and must send their chil- 
dren a long distance away for education and incur large 
expense. Let us do simple justice to these men, the 
fighting branch of the Army, to the officers who expose 


their lives in battle and to the greater danger of pesti- 
lential climate. Our victory at Santiago was won by the 
line of the Army. Over twenty of these officers of the 
line were killed there; 87.0f them wounded. Some of 
these have since died, many of them are maimed for life, 
while I think only one of the permanent staff serving 
as such was wounded; that was an assistant surgeon, 
Let us give these officers an equal chance in all respects 
with the staff serving in a bureau office. These amend- 
ments will do much in that direction, The bill as it 
stands will perpetuate a great injustice to the line of the 
Army and a constant danger of inefficiency and friction 
in the staff.” 

Every officer of the Army knows that what Mr. Proc- 
tor says here is absolutely true, and yet the whole in- 
fluence of the War Department has been thrown in 
favor of a bill which perpetuates these evils, and no 
effort has been made to arrest them, and we agree with 
Senator Proctor that it would have strengthened the 
Army bill to have introduced into it the principle of staff 
detail. If it had not strengthened the bill it would 
certainly have immeasurably strengthened the Ar in 
the event of its passage, e amendments pro by 
Mr. Proctor, taken as a whole, change by a gradual 
process the present system of rmanent appointments 
in five of the staff corps of the Army, viz., the Adjutant 
(ieneral 8, Inspector General's, Quartermaster General's, 
Commissary, and Ordnance, to one of detail, substan- 
tially like the Navy system, that of the Bnglish army, 
and, to some extent, of the armies of continental Bu- 
rope. The status of the present members of these corps 
is not affected. They go on and receive their regular 
promotion until they retire, but the vacancies are Filed 
by detail for four years instead of by appointment. 

_ We should be glad to see the officers at present on duty 
in the staff departments uniting their efforts with those 
of the line to secure some such change as this, They 
are of vital importance to the future of the Army. F

SAN JUAN. 

The Walla Walla (Washington) “Union” gives a brief 
summary of a lecture on the Santiago campaign deliv- 
ered in that city by Major Charles Morton, 4th Cav., 
who served in the 3d Cav. in Cuba. Of the battle of 
San Juan he says: “The fight began at El Pozo by the 
artillery. As the brigade in which was my squadron stood 
on the brow of the hill the enemy opened on us with 


shrapnel. The troops were standing in columns of fours, 
but when the enemy’s battery opened they began to 
move out. * * * This place was known as Bloody 
Bend, or Bloody Crossing. Through the trees could be 
seen the enemy lying in trenches. General Hawkins 
was in the lead, one of his aids, Lieutenant Ord, climbed 
a tree and told the General what he could see. The 
bullets were flying thick around Ord, cutting the leaves, 
but he stayed up until he had answered the General's 
inquiries when he told Hawkins that if he did not 
climb down he would probably drop. 

“A dynamite gun was here brought up, but the smoke 
after the first discharge gave the enemy our location 
and drew upon the place a penny fire, the second shell 
lodged in the gun, en a Hotchkiss gun was planted, 
but it likewise drew the fire of the enemy. The troops 
lay here for an hour and a half under a heavy fire. 
The troops aget began an advance, coming up in fairly 
good line on Kettle hill. In front was a plateau and on 
each side the Spanish were seen in five trenches. The 
Americans were under a heavy fire and many were 
killed. A Gatling gun was brought up and in half a min- 
ute was mowing down the enemy. The Spaniards were 
well armed and had lots of ammunition; they fired mij- 
lions of shots and had 10,000,000 rounds left when ther 
surrendered. ' 

“The troops were better fed than in the Civil War. 
They had bacon, sugar and coffee, and while in the 
trenches canned roast beef, canned corned beef, pota- 
toes, tomatoes and onions. The canned roast beef was 
spoiled but on the whole the supplies were good.” 


A JUST REBUKE. 


In the House of Representatives on Feb, 25 Mr. Lacey 
said: “The gentleman from Ohio [Mr. Lentz] yesterday 
referred to Aguinaldo as a ‘Patrick Henry;' another 
gentleman called him a ‘Lafayette; still another makes 
him out as a ‘Bolivar,’ and many others as a ‘George 
Washington.’ I have been hearing these constant 
praises from the other side of the Chamber until I begin 
to think that nothing but a constitutional inhibition 
would prevent Aguinaldo from having at least the sec- 
ond place on the next ticket, in 1900, upon the opposition 
side. Gentlemen forget that when Dewey sunk the fleet 
at Manila Aguinaldo was a fugitive at ingapore, with 
$25,000 bounty offered by the Spanish for his head, and 
he was landed on the coast of Luzon by an American 
vessel. As soon as he got there, he did not wait to 
have the fatted calf killed, but he attempted to take 
possession of the United States Army. He claimed 
everything that the Americans had won, and attempted 
to dictate what the terms of our occupation should be. 
After the gentleman from Kansas [Mr. Simpson] 
yesterday made this statement it certainly was not a 
pleasing thing to look at the newspapers this morning 
and see that while he was talking here. yesterday one 
Kansas man wae killed by this ‘Washington’ and nine 
men of the 20th Kansas were wounded in battle in front 
of Manila. A synopsis of the gentleman's speech ap- 
peared in the papers this morning in one column and 
the list of killed and wounded at Manila in another. 
The gentleman’s constituents will not read the speech 
with much satisfaction in connection with the names of 
killed and wounded Kansas soldiers. 

“The gallant 20th Kansas will hardly relish this lan- 
guage from their Representative in Cengrent, No party 
necessity will justify him in thus assailing the soldiers 
from his own State who are now defending themselves 
from the numerous attacks of the insurgents at Manila. 
And yet the gentlemen in this House are firing in the 
rear of Otis, sounding the praises of Aguinaldo and of 
Agoncillo. Agoncillo, you remember, hung around this 
Capitol for weeks. He sent his card to every 
sentative and Senator, inviting them to call upon him, 
and was here waiting in vain for recognition as a 
sentative of an independent republic. inally, one night 
he disappeared. It was reported by his secretary that 
he had gone to Baltimore. papers e had gone 
there, and would be back the next day. He seomeel up 
in Montreal, and on his arrival in Canada the battle 
began around Manila. He lighted the fire by cable and 
fled. The attack was made on our troops, and they 
were shot down in cold blood by men under command 
of this modern ‘George Washington.’ 

“Gentlemen, cease this comparison, and do not fur- 
ther libel the Father of his Country. You have had too 
much party pride to refer to him as ‘a Thomas Jeffer- 
son,’ | commend you for that. I have heard no inti- 
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mation of that kind, for Jefferson’s name has been too 
sacred; but the Father_of his Country has been con- 
stantly held up as the exemplar to-whom this Malay cut- 
throat has been compared. If Washington had made a 
night attack on the camp of D'Estaing and Lafayette, 
if he had shot down Lafayette’s troops in their tents 
around Yorktown, then it would have been proper to 
compare Washington to Aguinaldo, but not until then. 
[Applause on the Republican side.] If Washington had 
sold himself to Lord Howe, there might have been some 
excuse for the comparison. If Washington’s troops had 
marched into Philadelphia from Valley Forge and had 
attempted to burn the city, he then might have been 
compared to Aguinaldo. I compliment my friend from 
the state of Washington [Mr. Lewis] on his protest 
against the iniquity of this comparison and the false 
position in which his party conferees have been placing 
themselves on the other side of the Chamber.” 





TROUBLE IN THE ENGINEER CORPS. 


Clause 13 in the Army Reorganization bill relating to 
the Engineer Corps of the Army is being much discussed 
among the officers in that branch of the service. The 
paragraph is contained in Section 13 and reads as fol- 


lows: 

“Provided also, that any officer now in the Army 
who was graduated at the head of his class at the 
United States Military Academy. and who is not 
now in the Corps of Engineers, may be appoint- 
ed to the Corps of Engineers, with the same grade 
and date of commission that he would have, if he had 
been appointed to the Corps of Engineers on gradua- 
tion.” This feature of the Army bill met with stren- 
uous objection on the part of General John M. Wilson, 
chief of the Engineer-Corps, who in a letter to the Secre- 
tary of War during the consideration of the Army bill 
in Congress, said: “I have no personal objection to 
either of these accomplished officers, but in justice to 
the officers of the Corps of Engineers who have worked 
faithfully and laboriously in the past, never imagining 
for a moment that officers in other branches of the 
serviee would be legislated into the Corps of Engineers 
over them, I must invite attention to this seeming in- 
instice. Cant. Birnie and Capt. Williams have had but 
little experience along the lines of technical duties pecu- 
liar to the Corps of Engineers, neither has even been 
examined as required by law. for promotion as Ist Lieu- 
tenant, Captain or Major in the Corps of Engineers, and 
should the provision become a law, they will be the only 
officers in the corps who never have been nor ever will 
be required to pass an examination previous to promo- 
tion.” 

It is claimed by the officers of the Engineer Corns that 
the provision in the bill was inserted to enable Captain 
John R. Williams, of the Artillery, to be transferred to 
the Engineer Corps. and its passage makes it possible 
for both Captain Williams and Captain Birnie to be 
jumned over the heads of other officers. The transfer 
of Captain Williems, it is said. will jump him over the 
heads of eight Maiors of the Corns of Engineers, and 
over nearly all of the Captains who have waited in line 
for promotion, and place him immediately below Major 
Don C. Kingsman. Captain Birnie, of the Ordnance 
Department, if also transferred, will be advanced over 
the heads of thirteen Majors and all of the Captains. 
It is for this reason that the subject is being agitated 
among the officers of the Engineer Corps. 





VOLUNTEER AND STATE FORCES. 

Major General Roe, of New York, has decided upon 
an important change in the methods of camp instruc- 
tion for the guard of the State on the most practical 
basis. This embodies practice marches, cooking rations, 
establishing camp, ete., and is bound to result in great 
benefit to the State force. Only fatigue dress is to be 
taken on the tour of duty. The practice marches will 
be made from Peekskill camp, and the camp season, it 
is expected, will commence in June next. Part of the 
time will be spent on practice marches, and part in the 
permanent camp. 

The charges preferred by officers of the 69th New York 
against Col. Duffy, forwarded to Governor Roosevelt, 
have been disapnroved on the ground that most of the 
charges and specifications were thoroughly investigated 
by Major Beach, U. 8. A., and report rendered that no 
action wes necessary. The charges and specifications, 
in the opinion of Major General Roe, are in many cases 
triviol, and seem to have been preferred not for the 
benefit of the regiment, but rather from selfish motive. 

The annual mounted tournament of Squadron A, of 
New York, to be held at its armory Friday night, March 
10, will be an event of unusual interest and will demon- 
strate the skill and daring of the troopers to the utmost. 
Governor Roosevelt has made special arrangements to 
be among those present. 

The 4th Battalion of the 12th New York, commanded 
by Lieut. Col. J. Seiter, will be reviewed at its 
armory Monday evening, March 13, by General Butt. 

Seret. C. P. Shinn has been elected 2d Lieutenant of 
Co. C, 18th New York, and is known as a bright and 
energetic young officer. During the war with Spain he 
served as Ist Sergeant of Co. L, 22d New York Vols. 

A section of Artillery will be entered by the Ist Naval 
Battalion of New York, in the Military Tournament, to 
he held in Madison Square Garden from March 20 to 
25. This section will give an exhibition of a field bat- 
tery in action. The battalion will also attend in a body 


and give an exhibition of broadsword exercise, head cut-. 


ting, ete. On the evening of March 21 a team of five 
men from the 1st Division of the Battalion will shoot 
a pistol match with a team from the Boston Light In- 
fantry. The match will be shoet simultaneously in Bos- 
ton and New York on the ranges of the respective organ- 
izations, and the results telegraphed on. 

In the 7th New York elaborate preparations are being 
made for a grand musical event to be given at the ar- 
mory, when the famous Dan Godfrey Band of Great 
Britain, and the regimental band of the 7th unite in giv- 
ing a series of concerts commencing March 25. The 
foreign bandsmen consist of the pick of England’s sol- 
dier musicians, who have served in all parts of the 
world. A full complement of Scotch pipers in their na- 
tive dress will be among the bandsmen, which will also 
include a drum and fife band and a bugle corps. A de- 
scriptive battle piece in music will be a feature of the 
pregramme. 

The 2d Battery, New York, Capt. Wilson, will he re- 
viewed at its armory Tuesday evening, March 7, by 
General Smith. 

The Coloneley of the 9th New York is settled for the 
present by the election of Capt. W. F. Morris to the 
position, but this will hardly result in bringing the de- 
sired harmony into the regiment. It would have been 
preferable for both the contending parties to have united 
on some prominent outsider. General Roe will appoint 
a court for the trial of Capt. S. 8, O’Connor and Lieut, 
H. M. Graff in a few days. 
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The 7ist New York are preparing for a review and re- 
ception, which will be held as soon as the men of the 
command receive their uniforms. 

The 23d New York made an excellent display at the 
review by the Veterans on March 1.

THE BEEF INQUIRY. 


(ien. Eagan testified that he considered last May the 
question of supplying the troops, and concluded that 
tinned roast beef was the best substitute for fresh beef. 
Tinned roast beef prepared with potatoes and onions, 
had been recommended, but it was found that it would 
not keep and it was rejected. It was intended that the 
troops should have their choice of the roast beef or ba- 
con, and that the beef should be cooked with vegetables. 
The sass of shipping cattle on the hoof to Cuba was 
considered, but the final conclusion was that tinned roast 
beef was the best fresh meat that could be furnished 
the Boy The first complaint about it came from 
Capt. Philip Reade, an Inspector General. Gen. Eagan 
immediately had officers open and examine several cans, 
and they reported that it was perfectly good. There was 
doubt whet er refrigerated beef would keep long enough 
in a hot climate. ‘lests were made by sending some to 
Tampa aud were so successful that contracts were ad- 
vertised [mmediately. A contract exhibited to the court 
called for beef in good condition seventy-two hours after 
delivery. Gen. Eagan had three things in mind with 
reference to the beef supply of the troops in the tropics. 
The first was refrigerat f; if this could not be sup- 
slied, then beef on the block, and lastly beef by the herd. 

e wished to avoid, if possible, having the invading 
Army annoyed by beef in the herd. Fortunately it was 
aan that refrigerated beef could be supplied the 
roops. 

Coli, J. F, Weston said that, anticipating war, he ex- 
perimented in his laboratory in New York with certain 
meats to determine what was the best fresh meat to sup- 
ply the troops in the tropics. He concluded that as re- 
frigerated beef or beef on the block could not be fur- 
nished, a canned beef preparation was the best article 
to be used as a fresh beef component of the ration, This 
was fully authorized by the regulations. 

Refrigerated beef was used in the camps and he tried 
to get corned beef for the travel ration, but there was 
not enough of it. The refrigerated beef received in Cuba 
Was not as inviting as that supplied at Tampa. It was 
slightly discolored. If complained of the officer’s word 
Was accepted and a new issue made in exchange, the 
bad meat being thrown on the contractors. The suppl) 
of beef on the hoof was considered an impossibility. 

Col. Henry B. Osgood, formerly purchasing Depot 
Commissary at Santiago, was asked: “Was the com- 
mand at Santiago an easy one to supply?’ A.—No; it 
was not. It was the hardest I ever saw. Q.—In what re- 
spect?- A.—Well, it seemed that everybody's liver was 
gut of whack. My opinion is that they all had enlarged 
ivers. 

The report of Maj. J. M. Arrasmith, C. S., U. S. V.. 
Commissary at Camp Thomas, was read, and showed 
that 5,163,900 pounds of refrigerated beef were issued 
without the loss of a pound. Of corned beef there were 
issued in travel rations 150,000 two-pound cans, of 
which two were condemned. Out of 15,225,000 pounds 
of bacon, 139,863 were condemned. This had been 
shipped in bulk from Western Army posts and became 
heated on the way and in the storehouse at Chattanooga. 
All these condemnations were before issue. On the 
whole the quality of the rations was excellent and prob- 
ably the best ever issued to an army of 60,000 men. 

Maj. Gen. S. M. B. Young, Capt. H. L. Ripley, 3 
Cav.; Maj. A. H. Bowman, 2d Inf.; Lieut. Thos. F. 
Dwyer, 9th Inf.; Maj. A. L. Smith, Depot Commissary 
of Subsistence at Havana; Maj. H. J. Gallagher, U. S. 
V., Subsistence ees Capt. Geo. H. Sands, 5th 
Cav., and several Volunteer officers testified. 

An interesting group of witnesses were eight non-com 
missioned officers from the 9th Infantry. They all testi- 
fied that the canned roast beef was very distasteful to 
the men and often thrown away. As one said the meat 
was not good to look at nor good to eat and did a man 
no good after being eaten. 

Brig. Gen. Robert McFeely, retired, who was Com- 
missary General from 1875 to 1890, testified that in 
1878 he made the recommendation, which provided that 
in lieu of the regular meat portion of the ration, canned 
beef, fresh or corned, be issued. This was not the 
tinned roast beef known now. This article he had never 
heard of until last year. 

Lieut. F. DeW. Ramsay, 9th Inf., described the diffi 
culties of disembarkation in Cuba owing to the promis 
cuous loading of the transports. This condition often re 
sulted in requests from the front for specific kinds of 
food. There were no official complaints about the ra- 
tions issued, but requests would be made for more bacon. 
There were occasional complaints of the insufficiency of 
the vegetable component of the ration. From nearly all 
the officers he learned that the canned roast beef was 
not satisfactorily received by the troops. To satisfy the 
men the endeavor was made to send to the front as 
much bacon as possible. His experience of canned roast 
beef was that it is a very inferior. unpalatable article of 
food—the canned roast beef, not the corned beef, Coarse 
food like the roast beef had a detrimental effect on sick 
men. He had seen canned roast beef before in the 
Army, at the post exchange at Madison Barracks, N. Y. 
“Was it like that eaten in Cuba?’ “No, sir: not the 
meat. The can was the same, but the beef was not.” 
“How was that eaten at your post?” “It was very good. 
It would slice.” A can being opened, he said it seemed 
better beef than he saw in Cuba, and being told that the 
can came from Cuba. Lient. Ramsay said: “This looks 
more like commercial beef. We received some in Cuba 
that had been made for commercial use, but there was 
other that was made specially.’ He said further: “T 
made a report to Gen. Eagan, in which I said T thought 
the canned roast beef was an inferior article of food. IT 
told this to Gen. Eagan. and he said his recular officers 
of the Department had found otherwise.” The refriger- 
ated beef was very good. He had no personal knowledge 
of chemicals used in beef, but had been informed by 
butchers that packing houses always covered the exposed 
parts with a preparation. The outside of the beef had to 
be trimmed off. which is done by all butchers 

Maj. J. B. Guthrie, 15th Inf., while at the Siboney 
Hospital, saw a number of wounded eat the canned 
roast beef (Armour brand) with a great deal of relish. 
On the transport coming from Cuba he also saw it eaten 
by several officers who had purchased it. It was favor- 
ably received and no complaint was made against it. 
The beef had been made into stews and soups. 

Arthur Meeker, of Chicago. general manager of Ar 
mour & Co., described the disnosal of the slaughtered 
eattle, saying that about 800.000 were slanghtered each 
year, representing about $40,000.000. The cattle are 
driven to the scales and weighed. At each scale the 
Government has a veterinarian inspector who looks for 
any cattle showing signs of disease. After killing the 
carcass is examined by a Government inspector for any 
signs of disease, such as tuberculosis. Any pronounced 








unhealthy are rendered into se and fertilizer. The 
healthy cattle are washed. in hot water, and after dress. 
ing are sent to a refrigerator. A stamp is ced on 
each piece of healthy meat by the Government inspector. 
On beef intended for yy abroad an additional tag 
is -placed, showing it to perfectly healthy meat. Dur. 
ing the Spanish war his comeny had supplied the camps 
in the United States with 4,000,000 pounds. During this 
time Armour & Co. had received no complaint about the 
beef. They had not furnished any of the refrigerated 
beef used in Caba. The beef used for canning was 
killed and dressed in the same way as other kinds, but 
the lighter weight steers were principally used, aAuse 
the meat was leaner. The forequarters are used princi- 
pally, but sometimes the whole carcass. The meat for 
canning is parboiled and the skin and gristle separated 
from the meat. It is put in tins and a little beef jelly 
added and the tops put on. It is then put in a retort and 
the steam turned on, being cooked this way in the retort 
for about two hours, at a temperature of about 220 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. After the second cooking they are al- 
lowed to cool, and are then packed. 

Mr. Meeker admitted that some of the water in which 
the beef is boiled is used in the preparation of beef ex- 
tract. Asked as to the amount of nutriment lost by the 
beef in boiling he said that it would not be more than 
1% to 2 per cent. The weekly output of canned beef he 
estimated at 300,000 pounds. The greatest nutriment 
was in the fiber. Last year Armour & Co, sold 17,000. 
000 pounds of canned meat. The Navy has been a regu- 
lar user of canned roast beef for years. ‘Yhe commercia] 
trade goes over nearly every civilized country of the 
world except Russia. It goes to South Africa and up the 
Amazon in South America. It -is used by the troops in 
India, and no complaints have been received from Great 
Britain. It is also greatly used in France. Mr. Meeker 
furnished the court with a certified copy of a letter from 
Lord Wolseley, Adjutant General of the British Army, 
written in 1896, commending the use of canned meats, 
He said his firm had been supplying the British Army 
with canned roast beef, and the letter from Lord Wolse- 
ley was based on the use of tinned food in the Soudan 
campaign. When war with Spain was declared Armour 
& Co. got a contract from the United States for 2,000,- 
000 pounds of canned roast beef. Of this only 640,000 
pounds was on hand. The balance had to be manufac- 
tured. There was no difference in the process of pre- 
paring the roast beef for the Government from the proc- 
ess for commercial beef. Armour & Co. had offered 
nothing to the Government and had not solicited the 
contract for this beef. It came without solicitation. 

Mr. E. Tilden, of the firm of Libby, McNeil & Libby, 
gave similar testimony. Mr. F. W. Wilder, general su- 
perintendent of Swift and Co., who furnished refrigerated 
beef, testified that no chemicals were used in its prepa- 
ration, and that their method of killing was the same as 
Armour’s, 

An interesting question arose over the presence of Maj. 
Jesse M. Lee, 9th Inf., who has been present at several 
sessions of the court and has brought papers and sug- 
gested questions to the Recorder. At times he was per- 
mitted to question witnesses directly. It has been sup- 
posed that he represented Gen. Miles, but Gen. Miles has 
refused uniformly to have counsel present or to acknow!- 
edge that his conduct is under investigation. This does 
not seem to be the view of the court, which notified Gen. 
Miles shortly after it organized that he was entitled to 
representation. ‘The daily papers whose reporters are 
present say that the official copies of the testimouy 
are marked “United States in re Nelson A. Miles.” 

The question arose whether Maj. Lee could be per- 
mitted to examine witnesses and the court held an exec- 
utive session tu determine it. As Maj. Lee is not present 
for himself, nor for the 9th Infantry, it was decided that 
he could not be permitted to question witnesses unless he 
was present with full authority from Gen. Miles, and a 
communication was sent to Gen, Miles, asking him if 
Maj. Lee’s presence before the court was by authority 
from the Major General Commanding. _— ac- 
eounted for his presence by saying that he thought his 
familiarity with reports and files at the Headquarters of 
the Army would be valuable to the Recorder. 

Several cans of beef which had been brought back 
from Cuba were opened and one day a number of plates 
with the beef prepared by cooking for the table were 
exhibited to witnesses who were asked to pick out the 
dish that most resembled what they had in Cuba. The 
test does not seem to have been satisfactory, as there 
was no can or dish that was like the beef in Cuba, All 
the samples were better. 


‘Twenty-five plums in the shape of Assistant Paymas- 
terships in the Navy are now at the disposal of the Pres- 
ident as a result of the adoption of the annual 
Naval Appropriation _ bill. These places all g0 
to civilians, and the rush for appointments has 
begun already, and will no doubt continue until 
the examinations are ordered. Political and social 
influences and personal preferences are not to be con- 
sidered in the selection of young men for the vacancies 
and only those will be appointed who meet the require- 
ment of examining boards both professionally and 
physically. The whole trouble about all appointments 
from civil life both to the Army and Navy has been the 
potent factor of political backing,. and the result has 
led frequently to the selection of men whose qualifica- 
tions for military and naval service were startlingly 
deficient in many essentials. It is the purpose of 
Paymr. Gen. Stewart to insist on special care being ob 
served in the appointments of men to the new places, 
and if his wishes are carried out none will be commis- 
sioned who does not show proper qualifications. He has 
asked Secretary Long that all candidates be subject 
to competitive examinations and that those passing with- 
in the first twenty-five be accepted regardless of their 
political influences or litical affiliations. Secretary 
Long will no doubt accede to the recommendation, and if 
this is done the Navy will be certain to receive a hi 
class of young men. Otherwise there is no ig J w 
may be appointed. Examinations are to be held the last 
of this month or early in April at the Washington Navy 
Yard, before which probably two hundred candidates 
will appear. Over three hundred applications have al- 
ready been filed at the Navy Department and more are 
to he expected. All, however, will probably not be given 
n chance to undergo the ordeal. Assistant Paymasters 
who served as Volunteers in the war have theage limit 
waived in their favor, and all such under 35 are eligible. 








There has been no change in the orders of the 9th Inf.

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THE ARMY BILL EXPLAINED. 


Inu explaining the Army bill which becomes a law this 
week, Senator Cockrell said: This measure which comes 
here has been examined very carefully, and I want to 
say I endorse it. I endorse it because I believe it is 
right and just and proper and necessary; and in addi- 
tion to that it will settle for years to come the question 
of the reorganization of the Regular standing Army. 
When 1901 comes the Army will revert to what it is 
provided for in the pending bill, without debate or con- 
tention, and it will remain at that figure; and I think 
that is amply sufficient. 

This bill simply authorizes the infantry arm of the 
service to be increased to 12 companies and hereafter to 
remain a 12-company organization, and that carries with 
it the men and the officers. In the cavalry there has 
heen practically no increase by this bill over what it 
was prior to April, 1 . 

Now we come to the artillery. We have made an in- 
crease there of 14 batteries, 2 batteries to every one 
of the 7 regiments. 

Then we have organized bands for each regiment. 
Heretofore a number of the members of the band have 
been detailed from the force. We have made the bands 
to consist of a given number, and they are to be enlisted 
for the bands and not to be taken out of the ranke, and 
they become soldiers in the band under military disci- 
pline. That necessarily increases the number of men 
nominally in the regiment. 

With the infantry we give an increase of one Major, 
pecause We create one new battalion practically. at 
gives three Majors—the regular organization, the perma- 
nent organization. Then you have to give to the regi- 
ments of cavalry, infantry and artillery a Quartermaster, 
an Adjutant and a Commissary. They get the pay of a 
Captain, That is not really an increase in fact, but an 
increase in appearance. And then we make the ‘Lieuten- 
ants the Adjutants of the battalions. There is an ap- 
parent increase, but practically it is not, because the 
sume officers will serve. In the artillery we have given 
these increases; and necessarily with the 14 batteries 
must go 14 officers. This increase, I think, is perfectly 
justifiable, is absolutely essential. 

When 1901 comes the Army drops back to what? To 
the organization prescribed in this bill. That is the or- 
ganization. It is described in the first part of the bill 
down to Section 13. All the prior sections relate to the 
permanent organization of the Army as it will exist on 
July 1, 1901, if no additional legislation is enacted, and 
that gives exactly the organization. 

That makes an increase of a little over 2,200 in the ar- 
tillery, and something like between six and seven thous- 
und in the infantry by the filling up of the companies, a 
total increase up to about 10,000 or a little over, includ- 
ing these regimental bands and the cooks. By the way, 
the cooks must not be charged to this, because there is 
a separate law authorizing the enlistment of cooke in- 
dependent of any voluntary service or anything else. I 
have it here before me. It is a law to authorize the en- 
listment of a cook for every company. We provide for 
them. It is the first time they have been provided for, 
and we are charged up with the number of cooks to 
every company in the Army. The fa gy law makes 
them a part of the Army independently, but they are 
counted In as a part of this increase. 

What have we done in regard to the staff? We find 
that there was a law passed during the last session in- 
crensing the ordnance staff by a certain number of offi- 
vers, and there are other increases made. We made an 
increase in the Adjutant General’s Office and in the In- 
spector General’s Office at the last session, but it was 
provided as a temporary force. After an examination of 
this matter and a number of officers and the duties that 
will be devolved upon them, we thought that the in- 
crease Which had been made.in the Adjutant General's 
Office and the Inspector General’s Office ought to be re- 
tained in the permanent organization; and _ therefore 
there is an increase. That is the only increase in the 
staff. We have left the Quartermasters and the Com- 
missaries and the other officers when peace comes just 
as they were before. I can see no harm to come from 
this. When 1901 comes without any further legislation 
the law brings the Army back to exactly what is pro- 
vided for here—about 38,000 men, artillery, infantry, 
cavalry, heavy artillery, batteries, and everything com- 
bined 

This bill. will enable the President to maintain the Regu- 
lar standing Army, as it is called, at 65,000 up to July 
1, 1901, if their services are so long needed. It author- 
izes him to organize a Volunteer force of 35,000 and to 
officer it, and that force must go out of existence on 
July 1, 1901, or sooner if there is no necessity for their 
continuing in the service. 

This necessarily demands an increase of the staff de- 
partment during this period, because the 35,000 Volun- 
teers are not from the States, are not officered by the 
States with Quartermasters, Commissaries and Sur- 
geons. They come in as United States Volunteers, and 
the United States has to furnish them with Quarter- 
masters and Commissaries and Surgeons and all the staff 
officers. We have here made provision for an increase 
in the different staff departments or corps; and I wish 
to say to the Senate that I reduced these down just as 
low as I though the service would permit. Almost ev- 
ery reduction was made to the number I specified myself, 
and | am responsible for that part of it absolutely. I 
cut down the staff in the rank of the officers and I cut 
them down in number just as low as I thought the ser- 
vice would permit. 

You will observe that in the Adjutant General’s Office 
there are three Assistant Adjutants General with the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and six Assistant Adjutante 
General with the rank of Major. In the Inspector’s 
Office they are Lieutenant Colonels and Majors. In all 
the other departments they are only Majors—nobody 
ibove a Major. I thought the most efficient officers in 
the Army would be the Majors, and therefore we will 
have an exeess of them—an honorable title, very good 
pay, and I think the most efficient ones will be among 
them, 

I am totally opposed to an increase of the general 
oficers of the Regular Army, and this bill makes no in- 
crease whatever in the Brigadier Generals or in the 
Major Generals of the Army. 

We counted the Brigadier Generals in the Regular 
\rmny and we added the Volunteers to the Regular Army 

about 100,000—and we made provision for one Briga- 
lier General of Volunteers and Regulars combined. 
United, to every 4,000 men. That would give about 25 
Brivadier Generals—6 in Regular and 19 in Volunteer 
Army. Then it comes to the Major Generals, We as- 
sig: 1 Major General to every 12.000 enlisted men. 
There are 8 Major Generals in the Regular Army, and 
Wwe inerease the number so that there will be one to 
‘very 12,000 men, an increase of about 5. 

I have been on several commissions to reorganize the 
Army: I have been connected with several efforts to re- 
orgonize the Army. We have never been able to get 
inything that could meet with approval, and I believe 
honestly and conscientiously that this is the best meas- 
ure that has been presented to the Congress of the 


United States for settling the Army of the

All mall matter to or from any of vur uew possessions, 
including Hawali, is subject to foreigu rates of postage, 
which is 5c. every half ounce for letters, except that to or 
from somes of the Government who are entitled to 
domestic rates, viz., 2c. per ounce. Caimanera, Cuba, is 
the port of Guantanamo, and mail for those on duty at 
the latter place should be addressed to Caimanera, to avyvid 
delay and confusion. Persons in the Eastern States sending 
mail to the Philippines should omit the words “via Sav 
Francisco,”’ as it can sometimes go by steamers from New 
York to better advantage. The Post Office invariably sends 
mail by the quickest route.

The Cuban and Pan-American Express Comgone, of 32 
Broadway, New York, receive money and packages of 3!!

We “keep-a-pitchin’-in” to this subject 
because we -have made serious efforts to obtain the 





actual facts of this war. 


It is some years since George Kennan came before the 
American people as the author of, certain. travels in Si- 
beria which made a sensation on account of their-revel,. 
tions of heartless oppression of educated: political pris. 
oners who were condemned to the same life of ignoble 
toil and prison rule that had been devised for the punish- 
ment of the most brutal criminals, His assertions have 
been disputed by other travelers, and a very general sus- 
picion has arisen that his descriptions were not free from 
exaggeration. He went to Cuba with Gen. Shafter’s ex- 
pedition, partly as correspondent for the “Outlook” and 
partly as vice-president of the Red Cress Society. He 
was at Tampa, at Key West, at Guantanamo, at the hos- 
pital near El Pozo and at Santiago, under circumstances 
peculiarly favorable to good observation, and has given 
his conclusions first in letters to the “Outlook” and now 
in a book called “Campaigning in Cuba” (The Centur; 
Co.). Cuba is a field Americans have some knowledge o( 
and the fairness of Mr. Kennan’s Siberian work will be 
judged by the impressions this book makes. In our judg- 
ment, the verdict will be expressed in the African chief x 
answer to the missionary, “Now, I don’t believe you 
fish story!’ The book is not a story of campaigning ex 
periences in Cuba, but a narrative of the campaign such 
as any one could gather from newspapers, camp followe; 
gossip and idle rnmor, made more objectionable by being 
mixed with real though uninteresting personal experi 
ences and presented in a manner that takes it difficult to 
determine what Mr. Kennan’s own part in it was. . We 
have elaborate descriptions of the action at Guasimas 
and the battles of Caney and San Juan, none of whic! 
Mr. Kennan saw and about which he-docs not add the 
least scrap of nearby information. We ought to acknow!- 
edge our gratitude for being spared the full story of the 
negotiations and the destruction of the Spanish fleet. In 
depicting his hospital experiences, the author is not at al! 
happy. He harrows us up with descriptions of scenes 
that can be matched every day in the hospitals in New 
York; he piles on the agony with incidents that accom- 
pany every serious accident in the country, and he who 
was able to enjoy whatever resources the Red Cross af- 
forded and suffered notwithstanding a severe attack of 
fever, declares that the “chief and primary cause of the 
soldiers’ ill health was neglect, due to bad management, 
lack of foresight, and the almost complete breakdown of 
the Army’s Commissary and Medical Departments.” He 
got his fever from sleeping on the ground and walking 
around in the sun, but the men who were compelled by 
military necessity to lie in wet and newly dug trenches 
and maneuver during the hurry of battle under the full 
blaze of the same sun, owed all their ills to Shafter. 
Sternberg and Eagan! If Mr. Kennan cannot judge his 
own countrymen with decent fairness how can we accept 
his opinions of the Czar of Russia? On the whole, Mr. 
Kennan’s book is the least valuable study of an army in 
the field that we have seen.

It is not surprising that Germany should be moved 
profoundly by the publication in several government 
organs, of editorials which assert that the two-year 
system of military service has not proved a success. The 
“Militaer Wochenblatt” also has the subject under dis- 
cussion, and a contributor says that it is impossible to 
give the soldier his sufficient training and to evoke the 
essential moral qualities necessary if the present sys- 
tem, which often withdraws men from their military 
duties, is continued. A non-commissioned officer and at 
least four men in each company are employed in, the 
preparation of food, and the “‘Wochenblatt” suggests, 
therefore, the appointment of women cooks, to relieve 
men of this duty in garrison. As the German Army 
will have in 1902 625 infantry battalions, 482 cavalry 
squadrons, 574 batteries of field artillery, 38 batteries 
of siege artillery, 26 battalions of sappers and 49 bat- 
talions in the commissariat, railway, etc., services, there 
would be an army of between 20,000 and 30,000 women. 
{n this way the women would have their small share in 
the military expenditures, and Kladderatsch’s picture 
of 10,000 men drilling in one field and five old women 
digging potatoes in another would no longer represent 
the industries of Germany.

Lieut. T. C. Dickson returned to Springfield, Mass.., 
Feb. 24, from San Antonio, Texas, where he has been 
at work graduating the new rear sight with wind gauge 
from which he obtained excellent results. Lieut. C. C. 
Williams, of the Ordnance Corps, remains in Texas 
with a party and will continue the tests at greater 
ranges.

The decree ceding the Philippines was passed in the 
Spanish Senate Feb. 28 by the narrow majority of 120 to 
118. Some of the members abstained from voting, in- 
cluding General Weyler and the Cuban and Porto Riean 
Senators. This vote was so close that Premier Sagasta 
resigned, but probably will be persuaded to resume office. 
The ratification of the treaty is not dependent on the 
Cortes, as it provides for ratification by the Queen Re- 
gent. General Toral has been sentenced to imprison- 
ment in a fortress for the surrender of Santiago, but 
this verdict is thought to be only a pretence:

Secretary Alger has sent to Congress an estimate of 
appropriation of $1,500,000 required to fulfill the agree- 
ment providing for sending the Spanish prisoners of war 
held in the Philippines to Spain.

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THE ARMY BILL: 

The Army bill, which now becomes a law, is pub- 
lished elsewhere in this number. Its final adoption by 
both Ilouses has been obtained by the methods which 
prevail on the highway, where superior force is over- 
come by audacious and dishonest strategy. That noth- 
ing better could be obtained from the Fifty-fifth Con- 
gress is a serious reflection on the capacity of that bedy 
for intelligent legislation on Army matters. The bill 
as passed represents nothing but malicious hostility to 
ihe Army on the part of a minority of Congress. It has 
not received the approval of the Army or of the War 
Department; it is opposed to the views of the majority 
of the military committees of the two houses of Con- 
gress, and it is full of mischievous possibilities. But 
the bill speaks for itself and as it cannot be altered 
there is nothing left now but to make the best of it, hop- 
ing that the War Department will use the power the 
law gives it for the best interests of the service, and 
that 1 new Congress may be persuaded to give us some- 
thing: better, 

It will require some study and calculation tc determine 
exactly what changes will result frem the bill. The man 
chiefly responsible for it is Mr. Gorman, of Maryland, 
who retires from the Senate on the 4th of March, leav- 
ing us this legacy of his devotion to methods of legisla- 
tion Which will not, we hope, prevail to the same extent 
in the next Congress. The Hull bill was certainly not 
an ideal measure, and had Mr. Gorman and those who 
agree with him, shown equal persistency in correcting in 
the Senate some of the defects of the House bill they 
would have accomplished a great work for the Army 
and correspondingly improved their prospects of party 
stecess. The doubt of the passage of a reorganization bill 
has been fully stated in the Journal during the past 
month, and the text of the several pending bills given. 
Last week reference was made to a compromise bill in- 
tended as a substitute for the Hull bill. Then the 
chances of the passage of this compromise measure 
seemed favorable. It provided for volunteer forces suffi- 
cient to tide over the present trouble and gave a Regular 
\rmy of 40,000. Senator Cockrell accepted this bill, 
and, as he was one of the leading opponents te the Hull 
hill, it was thought that concession to his demands 
would seeure the passage of the bill. This, however. 
Was not the ease. Senator Gorman upset all calcula- 
lions and defeated the compromise. He opposed any 
ermanent inerease of the Regular Army and notified 
the Republicans that no measure providing for it could 
pass. Efforts to have Mr. Gorman withdraw his oppo- 
sition were in vain. He insisted that the present law, 
regarding Regulars should stand, and he offered the 
following provision which entirely destroyed the bill as 








reorganization measure: 

“Provided, also, That each and every provision of this 
\et shall continue in force until July 1, 1901; and on and 

that date all the general, staff, and line officers 
ippointed to the Army under this Act shall be dis- 
harged and the numbers restored in each grade to 
existing at the passage of this Act, and the en- 
iste foree of the line of the Army shall be reduced to 

he number as provided for by a law prior to April 1, 
ISOS, exelusive of such additions as have been, or may 
ie, made under this Act to the artillery, and except the 
Cadets provided for by this Act, who may be appointed 
prior to July 1, 1901.” 

The bill as passed by the Senate was agreed to by the 
Military Committee of the House on Wednesday by a 
rote of ten to three. It was far from acceptable to the 
olnnittee, but its membefs were given to understand 
that to amend it and throw it into conference meant its 
lefeat. Therefore Chairman Hull asked his committee 
“send it to the House without a change. 


Adiniral Sampson made a sensation by saying at a ban- 
quet in Boston, that “the increased territory which we 
have added to our country will probably produce an in- 
crease in our chances for war by at least 100 per cent., 
and that we need to increase the Navy to that extent.” 
His opinion has been discussed in every part of the coun- 
Iry 
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THE PHILIPPINE SITUATION. 


We fully appreciate the spirit which prompts Sena- - 


tors Hoar and Hale, and other members of Congress, 
to protest against the slaughter of misguided Filipinos, 
but we ask these gentlemen to remember that General 
Otis, and the officers under him, are just as humane, just 
as averse to the punishment of these poor people as the 
members of Congress who have so much to say about 
it. The only difference is that the officers on the ground 
understand the situation and know what it is, and what 
it requires, far better than those who talk about it ten 
thousand miles away. It is a situation not created by 
the Army, and one which we believe might have been 
avoided had Aguinaldo and his followers realized that 
the Government and people of the United States were 
fully determined upon the policy which it has been cer- 
tain from the first that they would pursue. It has been 
the division of council here that has wrought the mis- 
chief. This has encouraged hopes that are certain never 
to be realized, and which, as all experience shows, were 
not possible of realization. It is the part of a states- 
man to anticipate the inevitable, and to so shape his 
policy as to secure the best possible result from it, not 
to indulge in speculative discussions which, however well 
intended, and however satisfactory in their creation of 
a comforting sense of moral superiority, can have no 
practical result except to encourage unfounded hopes 
which must necessarily end in disappointment and 
misery. 

There is no opposition anywhere in this country, cer- 
tainly none in the Army, to giving the Filipinos the full- 
est measure of self-government that they are capable of 
exercising with due regard to the good order and peace 
of the islands we have assumed responsibility for. Civil- 
ized government is at least a government of law; a gov- 
ernment which protects men in the peaceful exercise of 
their callings and in which certain official and interna- 
tional obligations are recognized. It is not perfect; it is 
not wholly in keeping with the highest ideals, but it is 
at least a government far in advance of any that Orien- 
tal savagery has yet conceived of. It is surprising that 
men of the experience of Senators Hale and Hoar should 
be so easily deceived by fine phrases which are contra- 
dicted by the unvarying testimony of those having ex- 
perience as to what the contest of the Philippines by 
Aguinaldo and his party really means. It is a situation 
determined not by irridescent theories, but by hard fact, 
and cannot these Senators have the charity to assume 
that men of years like themselves, and experience far 
beyond theirs in dealing with savage people, and who 
are, moreover, on the ground, are far safer advisers 
for the Government as to what the situation really 
needs? Talking in Washington that has no results in ac- 
tion and cannot possibly have, means tears and death 
in the Philippines. It is a heavy responsibility to as- 
sume, even for the pleasure of convincing others of our 
wisdom. Men should be judged, and will be judged, not 
by what they say, but by the practical results of what 
they say. 

The letters of our correspondents at Manila and Lio Lio 
published this week, show that the difficulties we have 
had in the Philippines during the past month were fully 
anticipated and provided against as they would not have 
been had these talking Senators been listened to. The 
flames of burning Manila have so illumined the situa- 
tion as to make it apparent to all that we have entered 
on a course from which there is no retreat, and which 
demands unity of sentiment and action to secure the 
certain result with the least loss of life and disturbance 
to public tranquility. 

In the Senate on Feb, 21, Senator Hawley said: “Are 
we afraid of the Regular Army? Why, Mr. President, 
the Regular Army is as completely under our control as 
the key of a piano. The appropriation lasts but for a 
year. If you have overdone the numbers, you have but 
to withhold the appropriation. We adopted all the 
jealousies of our English -forefathers as to a standing 
army, even after the time had passed when they were 
needed. In the olden time a king had supreme power 
over the raising of troops and over the payments for 
them. Finally, after very much agitation, the people 
very naturally, as they were growing in the centuries 
toward freedom, took this power into their own hands; 
and so money appropriated for the army in England is 
good for nothing after the expiration of two years, and 
it ig good for nothing here after the expiration of one 
year. The Army live from hand to mouth by that which 
is voted to them by these two Houses of Congress. But 
yet we profess to be afraid of the Army. We can 
starve them; we can let them go hungry after a year, 
and undoubtedly we can discharge them at any time. 
We can repeal the act or order the reduction of the 
Army at any time.” 


WHAT OUR FRIENDS THE ENEMY PROPOSED. 

The “Journal of the United States Artillery,”” Novem- 
bher-December, 1898, contains a translation of the con- 
fidential circular issued by Gen. Blanco at Havana, May 
24, 1898, giving “instructions for repulsing attempts at 
landing by North American expeditions on the coast of 
Cuba.” Directions are given as to watching the coast 
seo that every point may be covered all the time and 
forces concentrated. to repel any attempt at landing. 
High places were to be strongly occupied in each zone. 
When it was determined when the enemy was to land 
a force was to be concentrated there and protected by 
fortifications of the kind called Carlistos, keeping them 
as well hidden as possible. Open order was to be ob- 
served; the troops sheltered from artillery fire by the 
terrain and as large a section of sea horizon covered as 
was possible. The enemy was not to be given time to 











intrench or to make his dispositions for attack. If he 
succeeded in securing a footing he wae to be attacked 
with the bayonet and driven into the sea. In this phase 
a brilliant use may be made of the cavalry if the lay 
of the ground permits. Judging from our experiences 
at Santiago, the Blanco circular intended for that com- 
mand must have miscarried. 

Coming next to “IV—The landing as a fact,” we find 
the following: “If in spite of everything the enemy is 
not forced to re-embark; there will be in rear a second 
line of positions arranged like the first, with flanks well 
covered, so that they cannot be turned by the enemy. 
To this end all accidents of the terrain will be utilized, 
80 as to combat the enemy to advantage and prevent his 
getting established, it being constantly borne in mind that 
he is never to be given a moment's rest. From front 
and flank guerillas and irregular mounted forces are to 
be thrown ont against him, supported by the fire from 
our infantry and mountain artillery. ‘The service of re- 
lieving combatants must be well organized, so that the 
enemy may be allowed to neither rest, eat nor have a 
moment's peace. Troops going to prevent landings will 
carry three days’ rations. During these two phases of 
the operations the Americans must be fought with genn- 
ine fury in order to make them re-embark at any cost. 

“As soon as the place of landing is known, all cattle 
and other means and resources which are found will be 
sent one-half day’s journey to the rear; detachments will 
be ordered to withdraw from points where they are not 
indispensable to the maintenance of the line of opera- 
tions, the places abandoned being burned, as well as all 
towns, hamlets, huts, ete.. and everything the enemy 
might utilize for shelter; everything of leguminous na- 
tere will be pulled up by the roots and every life-sustain- 
ing element will be destroyed and all cattle which can- 
not be gathered in herds will be killed, all with the un- 
derstanding that the enemy shall find nothing but ashes.”

The House Committee on the Library has ordered a fa- 
vorable report on the joint resolution providing for the 
erection of a monument in Arlingtoh Cemetery to the 
a of Capt. Charles Vernon Gridley. Mr. Cum- 
mitigs of New York, in his report recommending. the 
passage of the resolution, pays the following tribute to 
Capt. Gridley: “Capt, Gridley’s death was the direct 
result of severe exposure while acting as Captain of Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, at the memorable 
naval battle in Manila Bay, May 1, 1898. His record 
in that engagement, which did so much for speedily de 
ciding the result of the recent war, is one peculiarly 
worthy of the nation’s recognition. Capt. Gridley arone 
from a sick bed and took command of his ship on Sun- 
day morning, May 1, 1898, and remained at his post as 
one of Admiral Dewey's faithful assistants in the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet. Before breathing his last 
he said: “The battle of Manila caused my death, but 
I would do the same thing again.’ Capt. Gridley dis- 
tinguished himself for like bravery during the Civil 
War, receiving the highest praise for gallantry from his 
commander, which will be referred to hereafter.” 





Hobson's reward for hie achievement in conducting the 
collier Merrimac into the harbor of Santiago came thix 
week, but he might have had it last summer but for the 
intervention of his uncle, Congressman Richmond Pear- 
son who expected to have a bill passed transferring him 
to the line. On Thursday the President sent his nom- 
ination to the Senate, “to be placed in advance ten 
numbers for extraordinary heroism.” Two weeks 
after the Merrimac wae sunk Hobson could have 
secured from Congress almost any recognition that the 
Secretary or President might have suggested. It was 
then thought of extending the thanks of Congress to 
him, and presenting him with a sword. Hobson was un- 
certain whether he should accept ten numbers or a trans- 
fer to the line, and this indecision led to his failure to se- 
cure a prompt recognition of his services. 








The Army will receive with great interest the reports 
of the performance of the Springfield rifle in the long 
continued fighting near Manila, It is known that a large 
number of the Volunteers were armed with this gun and 
black powder. Smokeless powder has been sent out 
since their arrival, but to what extent it is used is not 
known here. The large number of fatal hits among the 
Filipinos is explained by the caliber of the Springfield 
and its velocity, which, though low in comparison with 
more modern arms, is higher probably than any other 
black powder gun has had. The summary of casualties 
on our side published this week, 83 killed and 347 
wounded, may indicate some exposure on account of 
smoke, but considering the large number of our enemies, 
their good cover and facilities for disguise and treachery, 
it cannot be said that our casualty list exhibits any 
marked sign of smoky powder. It would be interesting 
to learn the exact facts and how much we suffered from 
the use of black powder.

In good 
condition, weighing about 400 pounds. No letters or fig- 
res can be found.” The Department sent the telegram 
over to the Chief of Engineers at the War Departmer:, 
for the reason that the weight of the torpedo was about 
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100 pounds less than the smallest used in the Navy. The 
naval torpedoes also have letters and figures on them.

charging coal, preparatory to going out of commission;

sprung a leak and narrowly escaped sinking at her 
berth here about a week ago, is still in drydock under- 
going repairs to her bottom. Her main natiery of 
twelve 6-inch guns, is being removed, four of them hav- 
ing already been taken off, It will probably take all 
week to remove the others. The San Franciseo will 
undergo extensive repairs, which, it is thought, will de- 
tain her here for a year or more, It is understood that 
the accident to the cruiser was caused by the bursting of 
a pipe connected with a leaky sea valve.

Withts who returned from New York last Tues- 
day, has been turned over to the’ Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Navy for recommendation, and the entire question 
of installation and construction will receive the careful 
consideration of the Department before anything is done 
in the line of rebuilding. It is the intention of the Sec- 
retary to rebuild this fine shop on the line of the most 
advanced constructions for the purpose in the country, 
and in order that the result shall be all that the most 
sanguine advocates of progress can desire, the Secretary 
feels that nothing short of perfection should be aimed 
at. The latest improvements in power transmission will 
be installed in the new building, and the time limit for 
completion will be shortened to the utmost extent com- 
mensurate with safety. The New York oly € Yard 
deserves to maintain the position which it has held so 
long—that of the foremost Yard of the country—and 
no efforts will be spared to give to the new departure the 
full benefits of the experience gained in other shops and 
other Yards. The Engineer-in-Chief is fully alive to the 
situation, and proposes to permit none but the very 
latest improvements to find entrance into the shops when 
they shall be completed. Something like three-quarters 
of a million of dollars will be required for the full work 
in contemplation for the new shops and their fixtures.

THE SITUATION AT ILOILO. 


Iloilo, P. L., Jan. 8. 

The Petrel arrived but yesterday, being commanded 
by Comdr. Cornwell. Until now the Baltimore has been 
the only American man-of-war in port. Of other 
nations there are several; the British ship Bona Ventura, 
the Spanish gunboat Caneo, and last, but by no means 
least; the famous German cruiser, the Irene. The lat- 
ter ship has threatened if we should withdraw our forces 
that she will land her men and take possession in the 
name of Germany. 

Truly, our policy is a most peculiar one and not easily 
comptehensible. This passive attitude of ours does not 
impreks the natives favorably. To them it signifies only 
cowardice, not conciliation. The history of the whole 
matter as learned since arrival here is this: 

After the arrival here of the Newport with Gen. Midler 
and his command, the insurgents sent a committee to the 
General to ask him the reason for his presence. He post- 
poned answering them until the next day. They took 
advantage of the delay to gather together from the hills 
outside the town of Jaro, sixteen thousand men, who 
were waiting for the call to assemble, so that when Gen. 
Miller sent his reply he found that they had prontea py 
his delay to land his men, and in his response to his pro- 
posal to land his troops, made the reply that a peace- 
able reception could not be guaranteed without first con- 
sulting Aguinaldo, whom they re urded as the head of 
the state federation in which they belonged. In_ the 
meantime, before another conference, they wished to 
consult Gen. Lopez, the Governor of the Province of 
Panay. : ; 

The next morning the same_representatives had an- 
other conference aboard the Newport and_ refused to 
define their future course until they could find out the 
wishes of Aguinaldo. Gen, Miller refused to consent to 
this delay, whereupon the insurgents stated that when 
our forces landed their safety could be promised. They 
then took their departure, but not until the President's 
order had been read them and its meaning fully ex- 
pliined—that tloilo was to be taken peaceably it pos- 
sible, if not, then otherwise. 

Preparations were then made to land the men from 
the transports and a part of the boats were in the water 
at the gangways and the men in fighting array, when 
the recall was sounded. The guns on the Newport had 
already been dismounted and ready in her boats to be 
taken ashore. The reason of this sudden change ot 
action was a petition from the foreign residents of the 
town, to the effect that no American troops be landed 
until Aguinaldo had been heard from. and until the 
Americans had taken formal possession in Manila. 

Gen. Miller acceded to this request and . counter- 
manded his order to land his forces, It was unfortunate, 
for even then a landing could_have been made peace- 
ably had it been essayed. The proclamation of the 
resident coming directly after this change of purpose 
on out part has led the natives to feel that we would 
not foree their hands, that if they will not yield to us 
peaceably, then we will return and leave them in pos- 
session and masters of the situation. It is unfortunate 
that a military commander should be so hampered by 
his instructions. A man in Miller's position should have 
carte blanche. And so the situation stands, but of all 
irritating service the worst is that of him who stands 
and waits, and to whom it may be ‘all things come. 
From the fort on shore there tlies the insurgent flag. No 
demonstration against them has been made, but evi- 
dently since the arrival yesterday of the Petrel they 
have expected one and have prepared accordingly. 

We learn that they are ready to fire the town in sev- 
eral places, For several days the insurgents have been 
preparing to close up the river to prevent, evidently, our 

getting into it. They are most earnest in their efforts 
to prevent the United States from getting control, and 
last night they succeeded in sinking several lighters in 
the mouth of the river, thus closing it. They also put 
out the light used as a beacon by vessels entering.. 


ARMY CONDITIONS. 

The “Independent” for February 16 publishes an in- 
teresting article by General Avery D. Andrews, on 
“Army Controversies,” in which he says: 

“The system of administration in vogue in the War 
Department for the last fifty years has been of a nature 
which tends to foster controversies of various kinds, 
many if not all of which are due to the assumption of 
command of the Army by a political representative of 
the President. Political methods are thereby invited, to 
the exelusion of military methods. Military principles 
are taught, and the best traditions of the military ser- 
vice are scrupulously observed in all grades until the re- 
sponsible head of the Army is reached, when all are 
abandoned. If our military administration is to run 
smoothly and efficiently in the future, it seems impera- 
tive that we should have a homogeneous and subordinate 
staff, heartily co-operating with the line at all times. 
There is in the Regular Army but little feeling between 
the line and the staff except in occasional cases. — The 
line does with much reason feel that it is hardly fair for 
the staff to be given more rapid promotion and higher 
rank along with the other advantages of pleasanter sta- 
tions and lighter duties; but those who feel most ag- 
grieved generally succeed in getting a much coveted 
transfer to the staff, and thereafter their influence is 
thrown in favor of the continuance of the present staff 
organization. Nor is there, generally speaking, any 
feeling of consequence between the graduates of the 
Military Academy and non-graduates, certainly not upon 
the part of the graduates. Military subordination can 
be secured and maintained only by military men and 
military methods. It cannot for a moment be supposed 
that the recent outburst of the Commissary General 
would have been possible had he been a unit in a peor 
erly organized general staff with a single responsible 
military head. To purvey pork and beans to an army 
is a highly necessary and honorable duty, but it should 
not lift the purveyor superior to all military restraint, 
nor make him independent of and even superior to the 
General who commands armies in the field and who risks 
his life in battle.” *¥ri . 

General Andrews also says: “It is interesting to note 
that it was during this forced absence of General Scott 
from Washington and from the War Department that 
large quantities of arms and munitions of war were 
taken from the North and stored in the South for use 
later by the Confederate States. It is also worthy of 
note that during General Sherman's absence from Wash- 
ington corruption became rife in the War Department 
to an extent which resulted ultimately in the impeach- 
ment of the Secretary of War.’ 








Fort Brady, Mich. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

I hope that Congress when they finally pass an Army 
bill reorganizing the Infantry, will not authorize over 
100 men to a company. Notwithstanding the number of 
men the German and other European nations have in 
their companies, I am positive that over 100 men to our 
companies would be a detriment, In the German army the 
full complement. of officers remain with their companies 
during a war, but with our Regular Army so many offi- 
cers are detailed away from their companies as staff offi- 
cers and obtain positions in the Volunteers, that there 
are on an average less than two officers with a company 
in battle, and if the sole officer with a company is killed 
or wounded, the company is left on the firing line with- 
out an officer, and then demoralization is apt to com- 
mence and extend itself to other companies. In the 
Cuban campaign there were scarcely an average of one 
and a half officers to a company, and this will always 
be liable to occur in the Regular establishment during 
a war. While in time of peace a single officer can effi- 
ciently take charge of 100 men, it is impossible to prop- 
erly command them during an engagement. The asser- 
tion that details away from the company and the sick 
and wounded in the field will take away 33 per cent. 
und so reduce the company to the standard of about 100 
men is erroneous as a general thing, except in a very 
unhealthy climate, where the troops are kept for too long 
2a period. The details for extra duty in the field should 
not exceed 5 per cent. and when the sick and absent sick 
exceed 10 per cent. there must be something wrong that 
ought to be corrected or the regiment withdrawn to recu- 
perate in a healthier locality. 

One hundred and fifty men in a company, or even 100 
men, in an engagement, would require the entire atten- 
tion of three officers, and that number of officers we can 
never expect to be present in all the companies of a 
Regular regiment. It was seldom that two officers were 
present for duty with a company during the Santiago 
campaign. I believe that it would rather be advisable to 
have three Lieutenants to a company in the Regular 
Army than te increase the size of the companies over 100 
men. If thére were three Lieutenants to a company in 
the regular establishment, they would learn the duties 
of their position in time of peace, then in time of war 
they would be available for the many staff positions re- 
quired by the increase of our Army and of assistance to 
the Volunteers. Had our Regular Army before the war 
had these additional Lieutenants who were instructed in 
the duties pertaining to their positions as officers, they 
could have been made use of in the Volunteer Army and 
the required staff positions, without denuding the Regu- 
lar Army, as it was actually in the Cuban campaign, and 
the required staff positions could have been more effi- 
ciently filled than they were by many men whom it was 
necessary to take right from civilian life and put into re- 
sponsible positions, regarding the duties of which they 
knew nothing, or had very little, if any, knowledge or ex- 
perience of what was required. The cost of the Spanish- 
American war would have been reduced one-fourth or 
more, had the officers had a proper education as to how 
to take care of their men and property and a knowledge 

of the official methods of conducting Government busi- 
ness. I believe that every Volunteer regiment in the ser- 
vice for six months cost the Government more than it 
would have required to have supported a Regular regi- 
ment for two years, barring the question of pay.

I already 
have official approval of my request for access to such 
Government archives as are properly open; but_as I 
desire to show especially the actnal life at the Naval 
Academy at all periods, I want reminisqences, journals, 
scrap books, pictures or anything which Will give inter- 
est to the human side of the narrative. I would also be 
especially obliged for a free expression of opinion on 
naval education generally and for reference to any pub- 
lications in which naval officers have written on the sub- 
ject. The greatest care will be taken of any manuscript 
material which may be loaned me, and it will be re- 
turned as quickly as copies can he made.

SOME NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

The two volumes of “St. Nicholas Magazine,” compos- 
ing Vol. XXV., have recently appeared in their hand- 
some scarlet binding te call attention to the fact that 
this excellent periodical is celebrating its silver anniver- 
sary. There is a wonderful amount of talent enlisted in 
the preparation of such a magazine as this, for the young 
people of to-day are quite as fastidious in their tastes as 
their elders. Story and verse; romance and adventure; 
quaint conceits and amusing quips and quirks are inter- 
mingled in these pages with entertaining and improving 
illustrations by the hundred. All good children read “St. 
Nicholas” by day and dream of it by night, and, on the 
principle of the survival of the fittest, it has driven al- 
most all of the periodicals of like character from the field 
in which it reigns supreme. 

Richmond Pearson Hobson's story of “The Sinking of 
the Merrimac,” just concluded in the “Century Maga- 
zine,” has been published in a volume by the Century Co., 
New York, It is “a personal narrative of the adventure 
in the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, June 3, 1898, and of 
the subsequent imprisonment of the survivors.” Naval 
Constructor Hobson is not without experience as a writer 
and he makes a very interesting and graphic story of his 
adventures in the bold attempt to seal up the harbor of 
Santiago. While a prisoner in Santiago, Mr. Hobson 
made careful observations of everything that seemed to 
have any bearing upon the proper method of attacking 
the city. On his release, he says: “I ventured to sug- 
gest to General Shafter the advisability of refraining 
from assault on the stronger side and of advancing from 
the southern side after the Army had reduced the bat- 
teries at the entrance, so that the mines could be raised 
and the vessels come in for co-operation. My words, 
however, seemed to make but little impression on the 
General, and I concluded that it would be best to urge 
the matter through the Admiral.” The numerous illus- 
trations in this volume add interest to Mr. Hobson's very 
entertaining narrative. 

rhe “Official Records of the Union and Confederate 
Navies,” edited by Prof. Edw. K. Rawson, U. 8S. N., and 
Mr. Robert H. Woods, have reached the seventh volume 
of Series I. It covers the official history of the North 
Atlantic Blockading Squadron from March 8 to Sept. 
4, 1862, An excellent feature of the volume is a calendar 
for the year referred to in the reports. It is often puz- 
ziing in reading them to fix the exact date when the ref- 
erence is to the day of the week and not of the month. 
There are sixteen illustrations in the volume besides a 
map of Hampton Roads and its approaches. 

ilenri Charles-Lavauzelle, Paris, publishes the 12th an- 
nual number of his “Aide—Mémoire de L’Officier de Ma- 
rine de Edourd Durassier, chef de bureau au Ministere 
de la Marine continue par Charles Valentine ancien ofli- 
cier de Marine, chef de bureau au Ministere de la Ma- 
rine.” It is an invaluable little hand book for those 
who wish to obtain the latest information concerning the 
navies of the world. It contains a table showing the 
strength of modern navies, a statement of the changes 
during the year 1898, chapters on international maritime 
law, an account of the personne! of the different navies. 
and a detailed sophalenl devavintion of the vessels com- 
posing them, ‘“Almanach fiir die k. u. k. Kriegs-Marine, 
1809, mit Genehmigung des k. u. k. Reichs-Kriegsmini- 
steriums, Marine-Section, herausgegeben von der Redac- 
tion der Mittheilungen aus dem Gebiete des Seewesens. 
Mit 223 Panzerschiffsskizzen. XIX. Jahbrgang. Publ. 
in Commission bei Gerold & Comp., Wien.” This is a 
similar publication in German which has the advantage 
of containing 227 outline drawings of the principal naval 
vessels of the world. It also has an index of all the ves- 
sels described in the body of the volume, nearly 3,500 all 
told. Both of these volumes are of pocket size.

more cayalry charges. e most yaluable days to my- 
self, and also te my staff, were, I am sure, those on 
which there were no collisions on a | scale. The les- 
sons of maneuvers are not those given by stage battles.” 

There was plenty of marching, frequently of a very 
trying character; of maneuvering there was very little, 
and, just at the moment when what little maneuvering 
there was was about to develop into practical tactics, 
the “cease fire” brought the ings to a premature 
conclusion. The result was that, whilst the cavalry and 
artillery were afforded opportunities for practice in the 
field, very few indeed were given to the backbone of the 
Army, the infantry, who, consequently, were anything 
but satisfied with the result. 

_It is not surprising that the unprofessional public con- 
siders the lessons of the maneuvers as anything but 
military for the Commander-in-Chief says: “Among the 
most valuable of these lessons I would place, (1) The 
need of considerable additions to our supply and trans- 
port establishments; (2) the inability of even the largest, 
most successful, and liberal minded civil firms to cope 
with the distribution of supplies to an army in the field; 
(3) the general unsuitability of civilian transport for 
military purposes in the first line with an army in the 
field. For maneuvers its use is generally a necessity 
with us, but careful previous organization, and constant 
supervision afterwards is essential to its satisfactory 
employment.” - 

Here is nothing about sharpshooting, the bayenet or 
the sabre. On the other hand, it was just such stibjects 
that engaged the attention of the great Generals of the 
world who have all been past masters of all work that 
falls to the administrative services. A cursory glance 
at the despatches of Napoleon or Wellington will show 
the vast amount of thought and time these great sol- 
diers bestowed on them, compared with what they gave 
to mere fighting, and the most recent British military 
expedition largely owed its striking success to the fact 
that Lord Kitchener made his organization as perfect 
as possible before he began offensive operations.

Hiram S., Maxim says in the “North American Re- 
view:” “The first smokeless powder that I made in Eng- 
land was made in exactly the same manner as the 
French. I had obtained a quantity of true guncotton, 
that is, tri-nitro-cellulose (known sometimes as insoluble 
guncotton, because it cannot be dissolved in aleoho!l and 
ether like colledion cotton di-nitro-cellulose). Some of 
this powder, when freshly made, produced fairly good 
results, quite as good as those produced by the French 
powder, but upon keeping it a few months the grains 
lost their transparency, became quite opaque and fibrous, 
and it then burned with great violence. Investigation 
showed that about 1 to 2 per cent. of the solvent was 
still in the powder when the first tests were made, 
whereas the drying out of this last trace of solvent had 
completely changed the character of the powder. T then 


added to this powder about 2 per cent. of castor oil, with 
the result that the castor oil remained after the solvent 
had been completely removed, so that the powder would 
keep any length of time; indeed. powder made at that 
time (1889) is quite good to-day.”

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—THIRD SESSION. 


The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
S. R. 257 amended to read as follows: “That the Pres- 
ident be, and he is hereby. authorized to appoint, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, Harry Lee, 
who served during the war with Spain as a 2d Lieu- 
tenant of Volunteers in the Marine Co to be a 2d 
Lieutenant in the Marine Corps of the r Navy, 
subject to examination as to his physical and profcs- 
sional qualifications.” 

Feb. 13 the Senate passed the following bill, S. 5852: 
“That the President is hereby authorized to appoint, 
by selection and promotion, an Admiral of the Navy, 
who shall not be placed upon the retired list except 
upon his own application; and whenever such office shall 
be vacated ty death or otherwise the office shall cease 
to exist.” is bill was subsequently passed in the 
House a unanimous vote and without débate. 

Mr. handler proposed the following amend- 
ment to the Naval Appropriation bill: “Provided also, 
That the President is authorized to: appoint, by selec- 
tion and promotion, two Vice-Admirals of the Navy. 
who shall not be placed upon the retired list until eight 
years after the passage of the act, except upon their 
own application; and whenever either of such offices 
shall be vacated, by death or otherwise, the office shall 
cease to exist.” nator McMillan proposes the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill: 
“To enable the Secretary of the Navy to erect at some 
suitable place in Arlington Cemetery a monument to 
Charles Vernon Gridley, late Captain, U. 8. Navy. 
Commander of the flagship Olympia’ in the Asiatic 
Squadron in the battle of Manila Bay, he being the first 
officer of the U. 8. Navy who lost his life in the line of 
duty during the late war with Spain, $5,000." 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has author- 
ized a favorable report on the bill appropriating $100,000 
for the establishment of a Branch of the National Sol- 
diers’ Home for the use of disabled Volunteer soldiers 
and sailors on the site of old fort “Castle Pickney,” 
Charleston harbor, 8. C. The report of Senator Car- 
ter, recommending the passage of the bill, contains some 
interesting data regarding soldiers’ homes. He says: 
“From June 30, 1897, to June 30, 1898, the eight Home« 
cared for 18,556 persons, an increase in 1 over 1896 
of 719, and in 1898 over 1897, 383. There were on Sept. 
30, 1898, 1.410 applicants, who could not be admitted 
for want of room. The new Home in Charleston har- 
bor will furnish a hospital or sanitarium for those in- 
valids among the old soldiers who can not endure the 
rigor of a Northern climate. In 1898 the Government 
expended in caring for her decrepit or disabled soldiers, 
$2,627,148, over double what it paid out in 1867. The 
National Government has. for this pu » paid out 
since 1866, the re the first National Home was’ es- 
tablished, $48,616,416.” 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably the resolution authorizing the appointment of 
Harry ine Fe | Lievtenast in the ad Cire.

The Claims Committee of the Hotise has ordeted fav- 
orably reported the bill directing the issue of a dupli- 
cate check drawn by Maj. C. C. Sniffen in favor of the 
Fourth National Bank of New York City. The check 
was lost in the mails. The money, aniounting to $2 q 
belongs to the Fort Grant, Ariz., post exchange, and the 
operations of the exchange have been seriously crippled 
by the loss of the money. 

The General Deficiency appropriation bill carries an 
appropriation of $1,407,915 for the Navy Department 
and $12,218,701 for the War Department. The appro- 
priations are for general deficiencies of the two ser- 
vices. 

The bill to appoint Osborné W. Deignan, of the Merri- 
mac, to the Naval Academy, passed the House Feb. 27 
and the Senate on the same day.

The bill to place Andrew Geddes on the retired list 
of the Army with the rank of Captain was favorably re- 
ported in the Senate, March 1, Also the biil to author- 
ize the appointment of Robt. H. Dunlap a 2d Lieuteaant 
in the Marine Corps, 

We give elsewhere the Army bill and the Navy Per- 
sonnel bill, as they finally became laws, The Army and 
Navy Appropriation bills, the fortification bill and other 
bills we reserve for another week, when it will be possi- 
ble to determine what final disposition of them is made 
by the two Houses of Congress, which adjourns the day 
after we ge to press, 

The effert to oust those members of Congress who took 
Army commissions dwing the war has failed. Represen- 
tutive Bailey's motion was defeated by a vote of 77 to 
164. There was considerable feeling on the subject and 
canvassing was active among members. Speaker Reed 
is reported to have said that the matter was not one of 
sentiment, but of business. He wanted the House to 
have the courage of its convictions and settle the case. 
It cannot be said that the Speaker succeeded, for it is 
reported currently that there are few, if any, members 
of the House who do net concur fully in the legal propo- 
sition laid down by the Judiciary Committee that ac- 
ceptance of a commission in the military force of the 
United States forfeits all right to a seat in the House, 
but a majority of the House simply refused to act. 

The nomination by the President of Asst. Naval Con- 
structor Richmond P. Hobson, U. 8. N., to be advanced 
ten numbers, from No, 1 of the list of Assistant Naval 
Constructors to be No. & on list of Naval Constructors, 
for extraordinary heroism, was sent to the Senate on 
Mareh 2. 

An investigation is proposed of the charges made in a 
New York newspaper, “that Government clothing for 
the Army and Navy is being made in disease-breeding 
sweatshops in violation of an agreement prohibiting the 
making of Government clothing in such places.” The 
resolution for this purpose introduced by Senator Brad- 
ley, provides for the appointment of_a committee con- 
sisting of three Senators and five Representatives to 
investigate the published charges. If they are found 
correct the contracts for clothing, with those violating 
the agreement, ‘are to be immediately annulled. Five 
thousand dollars is allowed for expenses of the inquiry.

The President, upon the application of the Governor of any 
State having seacoast line or bordering on the Great Lakes, 
may authorize the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to one 
well-established military school in that State desiring to af- 
ford its cadets instruction in elementary seamanship one fully 
equipped man-of-war’s cutter for every twenty eadets in 
actual attendance, and such other equipment as may be 
spared and be deemed adequate for tnstruction In elementary 
seamanship: Provided, That the sald school shall have ade- 
quate facilities for cutter drill, and shall have in actual at- 
tendance at least one hundred and forty cadets In uniform re- 
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ceiving military instruction and quartered in barracks under 
military re have the capacity to quarter 
and educate at the same time one hundred and fifty cadets: 
And provided further, That the Secretary of the Navy shall 
a case in double the value of the prop- 
erty for the care and safe-keeping thereof and for the return 
of the same when required.

In case the Secretary of the Navy shall find it im- 
possible to make contracts for said armor within the limits 
us to the price above fixed, he shall be, and is hereby, author- 
ized to lease, purchase, or establish a Government armor fac- 
tory of sufficient capacity te make stich armor and to pro- 
ceed to the manufacture of the armor necessary for said 
battleships.

. R. 11022.—Amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. 
Lodge to the bill (H. R, 11022) for the reorganization of the 
Army of the United States, and for other purposes, viz.: In- 
sert the following: Provided, That the President niay u- 
thorize the Secretary of War to organize a national torpedo re- 
serve corps, consisting of officers and men possessing the 
special qualifications necessary for torpedo work, uiider such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of War mdy prescribe, 
including the appointment of the officers thereof: Provided 
further, That the number of officers and men in such reserve

Tillman to the bill (H. R. 10408) to reorganize and increase 
the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps 
of the United States, viz.: Insert the following: Officers, af- 
ter performing three years’ service at sea in the grade of en- 
sign, shall, after passing the examinations now required by 
law, be eligible to promotion to the grade of Lieutenant (junior 
grade). Before promotion to grades higher than that of Lieu- 
tenant (junior grade), officers must be credited with a

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» THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL AS PASSED. 
An Act to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of the United 
States. 
Be it enacted, ete., that the officers constituting the 
Engineer Corps of the Navy be, and are hereby, trans- 
ferred to the line of the Navy, and shall be commis- 


sioned accordingly. 

Sec. 2. That engineer officers holding the relative 
rank of Captain, Commander, and Lieutenant Com- 
mander shall take rank in the line of the Navy accord- 
ing to the dates at which they attained such relative 
rank. Engineer officers graduated from the Naval Acad- 
emy from 1868 to 1876, both years inclusive, shall take 
rank in.the line next after officers in the line who grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in the same year with 
them: Provided, That when the date of a line officer's 
commission as Captain, Commander, or Lieutenant 
Commander and the date when the engineer officer at- 
tained the same relative rank of Captain, Commander, 
or Lieutenant Commander are the same, the engineer 
ofticer shall take rank after such Jine officer. 

Sec.3. That engineer officers who completed their 
Naval Academy course of four years from 1878 to 1880, 
both inclusive, shall take rank in the line as determined 
by the Academic Board under the Department's instruc- 
tiens of Dec. 1, 1897; and engineer officers who com- 
pleted their Naval Academy course of four years in 1881 
and 1882 shall take rank in the line as determined by the 
merit roll of graduating classes at the conclusion of the 
six years’ course, June, 1883 and 1884: Provided, That 
those engineer officers who were appointed from civil 
life, and whose status is not fixed by section 2 of this 
Act, shall take rank with other line officers according 
to the dates of their first commissions, respectively: 
And provided further, That the engineer officers who 
completed their Naval Academy course of four years in 
1881 and 1882 shall retain among themselves the same 
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relative standing as shown on the Navy Register at the 


date of tha poanage of this Act. 

Sec. 4. at engineer officers transferred to the line 
who are below the rank of Commander, and exteuding 
down to, but not including, the first engineer who ep. 
tered the Naval Academy as Cadet midshipman, shqj) 
perform sea or shore duty, and such duty shall be such 
as is performed by engineers in the Navy: Provided 
That any officer described in this section may, upon his 
own application, made within six months after the pag. 
sage of this Act, be assigned to the general duties of 
the line, if he pass the examination now provided by 
law as preliminary to promotion to the grade he they 
holds, failure to pass not to displace such officer from 
the list of officers for sea or shore duty such as is per. 
formed by engineers in the Navy. 

. 5. That engineer officers transferred to the line 
to perform engineer duty only who rank as, or aboye 
Commander, er who subsequently attain such rank 
shall perform shore duty only. ’ 

Sec. 6. That all engimeer officers not provided for jn 
sections 4 and 5 transferred to the line shall perform the 
duties now performed by line officers of the same grade: 
Provided, That after a period of two years subsequent 
to the passage of this Act they shall be required to 
pass the examinations now provided by law as prelim. 
inary to promotion to the grade they then held, and sub 
ject to existing law governing examinations for promo- 
tion, 

Sec. 7, That the active list of the line of the Navy, 
as constituted by section 1 of this Act, shall be composed 
of 18 Rear Admirals, 70 Captains, 112 Commanders,170 
Lieutenant Commanders, 300 Lieutenants, and not more 
than a total of 350 Lieutenants (J. G.) and Ensigns: 
Provided, That each Rear Admiral embraced in the 
nine lower numbers of that grade shall receive the same 
pay and allowance as are now allowed a Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the Army. Officers, after performing three 
years’ service in the grade of Ensign, shall, after pass- 
ing the examinations now required by law, be eligible to 
proniotion to the grade of Lieutenant (J. G.): Provided, 
That when the office of chief of bureau is filled by an 
officer below the rank of Rear Admiral, said officer shall, 
while holding said office, have the rank of Rear <Ad- 
miral and receive the same pay and allowance as are now 
allowed’a Brigadier General in the Army: And provided 
further, That nothing contained in this section shal! be 
construed to prevent the retirement of officers who now 
have the rank or relative rank of Commodore, with the 
rank and pay of that grade: And Provided further, That 
all sections of the Revised Statutes which, in defining 
the rank of officers or positions in the Navy, contain the 
words “the relative rank of” are hereby amended so as 
to read “the rank of,” but officers whose rank is so de- 
fined shall not be entitled, in virtue of their rank to 
command in the line or in other staff corps. Neither 
shall this Act be construed as changing the titles of 
officers in the staff corps of the Navy. No appointments 
shall be made of civil engineers in the Navy on the act- 
ive list under Section 1413 of the Revised Statutes in 
excess of the present number, 21. 

Sec. 8. That officers of the line in the grades of Cap- 
tain. Commander and Lieutenant Commander may, by 
official application to the Secretary of the Navy, have 
their names placed on a list which shall be known as 
the list of “Applicants for voluntary retirement,” and 
when at the end of any fiscal year the average vacancies 
for the fiscal years subsequent to the passage of this 
Act above the grade of Commander have been less than 
13, above the grade of Lieutenant Commander less than 
20, above the grade of Lieutenant less than 29. and 
shove the grade of Lieutenant (J. G.) less than 40, the 
President may, in the order of the rank of the appli 
eants, place a sufficient number on the retired list with 
the rank and three-fourths the sea pay of the next higher 
grade, as now existing, including the grade of Commo- 
dore, to eanse the aforesaid vacancies for the fiscal 
year then being considered. 

Sec. 9. That should it be found at the end of any 
fiscal year that the retirements pursuant to the provi- 
sions of law now in force, the voluntary retirements 
provided for in this Act, and casualties are not suffi- 
cient to cause the average vacancies enumerated in Sec- 
tion 8 of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy shall, on or 
»bout the Ist day of June, convene a board of five 
Rear Admirals, and shall place at its disposal the service 
and medical records on file in the Navy Department 
of all the officers in the grades of Captain, Command- 
er, Lieutenant Commander, and Lieutenant, The board 
shall then select, as soon as practicable after the first 
day of July, a sufficient number of officers from the 
before-mentioned grades, as constituted on the 30th day 
of June of that year, to cause the average vacancies 
enumerated in Section 8 of this Act. Each member of 
said board shall swear, or affirm, that he will, without 
prejudice or partiality, and having in view solely the 
special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the naval 
service, perform the duties imposed upon him by this 
Act. Its finding, which shall be in writing. signed by 
all the members, not less than four governing, shall be 
transmitted to the President, who shall thereupon, by 
order, make the transfers of such officers to the retired 
list as are selected by the board: Provided. That not 
more than 5 Captains, 4 Commanders, 4 Lieutenan' 
Commanders, and 2 Lieutenants are so retired in any 
one year. The promotions to fill the vacancies thus 
created shall date from the 30th day of June of the cur- 
rent year: And provided further, That any officer re- 
tired under the provisions of this section shall be retired 
with the rank and three-fourths the pay of the next 
higher grade, including the grade of Commodore, which 
is retained on the retired list for this purpose. 

Sec. 10. That of the Naval Constructors five shall 
have the rank of Captain, 5 of Commander, and all 
others that of Lieutenant Commander or Lieutenant. 
Assistant Naval Constructors shall have the rank of 
Lieutenant or Lieutenant (J. G.) 
structors shall be promoted to the grade of Naval Con- 
structor after not less than eight or more than fourteen 
years’ service as Assistant Naval Constructor: Provided, 
That the whole number of Naval Constructors and As- 
sistant Naval Constructors on the active list shall not 
exceed forty in all. 

Sec. 11. That any officer of the Navy. with a credita- 
ble record, who served during the Civil War, shall, when 
retired, be retired with the rank and three-fourths the 
pay of the next higher grade. 

See. 12. That Boatswains, Gunners, Carpenters and 
Sailmakers shall after ten years from date of warrant 
be commissioned Chief Beatswains, Chief Gunners, Chief 
Carpenters, and Chief Sailmakers, to rank with but af- 
ter Ensign: Provided, That the Chief Boatswains, Chief 
Gunners, Chief Carpenters, and Chief Sailmakers shall 
on promotion have the same pay and allowances as are 
now allowed a 2d Lieutenant in the Marine Corps: Pro- 
vided. That the pay of Boatswains, Guoners, Carpenters 
and Sailmakers shall be the same as that now allowed by 
law: Provided further, That nothing in this act sha'l 
give additional rights to quarters on board ship or to 
command, and that immediately after the passage of this 
act Boatswains, Gunners, Carpenters and Sailmakers. 
who have served in the Navy as such for fifteen year 
shall be commissioned in accordance with the provisions 
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of this section, and thereafter no warrant officer shall 
be promoted until he shall have passed an examination 
before a board of Chief Boatswains, Chief Gunners, 
Chief Carpenters and Chief Sailmakers, in accordance 
wiih regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 13. That after June 30, 1899, commissioned olti- 
vers of the line of the Navy and of the Medical and Pay 
Corps, receive the same pay and allowances, except for- 
age, aS are or may be provided by or in pursuance of 
jaw for the officers of corresponding rank in Army: Pro- 
vided, That such officers, when on shore shall receive 
the allowances, but fifteen per centuin less pay than 
when on sea duty, but this provision shall not apply to 
warrant officers commissioned under section 11 of this 
act: Provided further, That when naval officers are de- 
tailed for shore duty beyond seas they shall receive the 
same pay and allowances as Are or may be provided by 
or in pursuance of law for officers of the Army detailed 
for duty in similar places: Provided further, That naval 
Chaplains, who do uot possess relative rank, shall have 
the rank of Lieutenant in the Navy; and that all officers, 
including Warrant officers, who have been or may be ap- 
pointed to the Navy from civil life shall, on the date of 
appointment, be credited, for computing their pay, with 
five years’ service, And all provisions of law authoriz- 
ing the distribution among captors of the whole or any 
portion of the proceeds of vessels, or any property here- 
after captured, condemned as prize, or providing for the 
payment of bounty for the sinking or destruction of ves- 
sels of the enemy hereafter occurring in time of war, are 
hereby repealed: And provided further, That no pro- 
yision of this act shall operate to reduce the present pay 
ef any commissioned officer now in the Navy; and in 
any case in which the pay of such an officer would other- 
wise be reduced he shall continue to receive pay accord- 
ing to existing law, and provided further, That nothing 
in this act shall operate to increase or reduce the pay of 
any officer on the retired list, 

Sec. 14. That upon the passage of this act the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall appoint a board for the examin:a- 
tion of men for the position of warrant machinists, one 
hundred of whom are hereby authorized. The said ex- 
amination shall be open, first, to all machinists by trade, 
ef good record in the naval service, and if a sufficient 
number of machinists from the Navy are not found duly 
qualified, then any machinist of good character, not 
above thirty years of age, in civil life shall be eligible 
for such examination and appointment to fill the remain- 
ing vacancies. All subsequent vacancies in the list of 
warrant machinists shall be fil'ed by competitive exami- 
nation before a board ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy, and open to all machinists by trade who are in 
the Navy, and machinists of good character, not above

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SECRETARY ALGDR’S OFFICIAL RECORD. 

The New York “Herald” of Feb. 26 publishes a long 
article on Secretary Alger, which repeats in substance 
what has already been said in the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal concerning his military career and gives copies of let- 
ters recommending him for promotion to the rank of 
Brigadier General, signed by Generals Custer, Merritt, 
Pleasanton, Kilpatrick, Torbert, and Sheridan. . The 
“Herald” also gives the following report by Gen. Custer 
on the episode in the career of Secretary Alger, which 
has been the subject of criticism. We did not publish it 
with our extracts from the official Record of the Rebel- 
lion, as we did not find it there. It is signed by Gen. Cus- 
ter, Sept. 16, 1864, and is as follows: 

“In compliance with the instructions of the General 
commanding the division, I have the honor to submit 
the following ‘report on the case of Col. R. A, Alger, 5th 
Michigan Cay., stating the time at which he left the 
command, for what purpose, by what authority and his 
present whereabouts. 

“Col, Alger left his command the morning of Aug. 28, 
as it marched through Harper's Ferry to rejoin the divi- 
sion near Halltown. He has been absent since that 
date. I was not aware of his absence until this brigade 
halted to feed near Halltown, when Asst. Surg. St. Clair 
of the Ist Michigan Cavalry informed me that Col. Al- 
xer, owing to some indisposition, had remained at a 
house in Harper's Ferry. At the same time Asst. Surg. 
St. Clair presented for my approval an application from 
Col, Alger for leave of absence for twenty days. As Col. 
Alger had two or three times previous to this applied for 
a similar leave of absence when in my opinion he was fit 
for duty, and which opinion subsequently proved to be 
correct, as it has in the case now referred to, 1 returned 
Col. Alger’s application without my approval. He failed 
to join his command. I first heard of him again as stop- 
ping at the Eutaw House, in Baltimore, Md, I now have 
authentic and reliable information that he is staying at 
one of the hotels in Washington, and that he has been 
placed on duty in the latter city as a member of a gen- 
eral court martial. How he came to be detailed I can- 
not say. He left his command without authority, and 
after having been refused a leave of absence from these 
headquarters, and I have directed that he be reported 
‘absent without leave’ on the muster rolls of his regi- 
ment.” 

General Merritt made this indorsement: “Respectfully 
forwarded for the action of the Chief of Cavalry. The 
cease mentioned within is the third in which Col. Alger 
has absented himself from the command without proper 
authority since the commencement of the present year’s 
campaign, Severe measures should be taken to prevent 
“a recurrence of this evil.” 

And General Torbert said: “Respectfully forwarded, 
with the recommendation that he be dismissed from the 
service for absence without leave, subject to the approval 
of the President. Such cases are too numerous, and the 
scarcity of officers requires immediate action to be taken.” 

To this General Sheridan added: “Respectfully for- 
warded. I understand that Col. Alger is on some mili- 
tury duty at Washington, but it is evident that he has 
left his command without authority, and it appears that 
he has done so before. I have always considered Col. 
Alger a good officer, but I cannot excuse his conduct or 
withhold my approval to the recommendation of his im- 
mediate commanders.” 


Previous to the date of this communication, Sept. 6, 
1864, Gen. Alger sent in his resignation directly to the 
Secretary of War, It was sent to Mr. Lincoln, who in- 
dorsed it: “Let this resignation be accepted.” As the 
War Department did not act on this another resigna- 
tion was filed Sept. 16,-and this was promptly accepted. 
Special Orders, No. 311, Sept. 19, 1864, stated that Col. 
R. A. Alger was “honorably discharged.” Accepting the 
“Herald's” citation from the record as correct, this com- 
pleted the record of Gen. Alger’s record which was pub- 
lished in the Army and Navy Journal of Nov. 5, 1898, 
where Gen, Alger’s explanation of these facts was given. 





KRUPP-HARVEY ARMOR. 


A correspondent of the “Admiralty and Horse Guards 
Gazette,” who had the privilege of inspecting an armor 
plate after trial, writes: “I prefer not to attend such 
trials. They are neither comfortable nor safe; but the 
small fragments lying about of the three 250-lb. shot 
which were hurled at the plate with a striking energy 
sufficient to send the plate into the air a height of 720 
feet, testified to the resisting power of the plate, for in 
contradistinction to the shattered shell the skin of the 
plate alone had been affected, while the back was only 
very slightly bulged, without the suggestion of a crack. 
Not only was the striking energy high, but the shell was 
supposed to be the best that has yet been made. 
It was the Wheeler-Sterling projectile that was used for 
each of the three shots. They were fired from an 8-inch 
gun, the first having a muzzle velocity of 1,859 feet per 
second, and a striking energy of 5,991 foot tons; the 
second a velocity of 1,964 feet per second, and an energy 
of 6,687 foot tons; while the third was still more power- 
ful, the velocity being 2,089 feet per second, and the 
energy 7,208 foot tons. These were planted on the plate 
as closely together as possible; and although it was only 
8% inches in thickness and 8 feet square on the surface, 
the effect was ax I have stated. It seems, therefore, that 
this Krupp-Harvey armor is practically impenetrable to 
modern artillery of any reasunable caliber at the ranges 
at which warfare is likely to be conducted. Indeed, one 
could almost fancy the use range of the days of Tra- 
falgar without the armor being affected: but in such a 
case woe betide the unarmored parts of the ship and 
the men. A mile, or 1,000 yards at least, however, will 
be near enough for the most belligerent of antagonists.” 


TACTICS IN MODERN WAR. 

Bvt. Lieut. Col. Elmslie, R. A., delivered a lecture at 
Aldershot on “The Possible Effect on Tactics of Recent 
Improvements in Weapons.” Col, Elmslie explained 
how the tactics of any period were chiefly governed by 
the nature of weapons in use, and therefore it was desir- 
able to consider in advance the effect of the improved 
weapons. The tremendous fire power of modern weap- 
ons was again demonstrated in the Soudan. The battle 
of Omdurman fully proved the value of the modern field 
Howitzer, when a few rounds from the How- 
itzer battery completely cleared the Dervishes out 
of every place against which its fire was directed, though 
these men had a sticking power probably very superior to 
that of any European troops. : ? 

The quick-firiug gun, machine gun, and magazine rifle 
accentuated the fact that more than ever would vic- 
tories be won by the combination and concentration of 
all arms and all available shooting machines upon one 
spot. Sudden and decisive operations appeared to be 
within the grasp of able commanders, and the more they 
studied how to get the greatest possible fire effect from 
their own men, and, by the use of ground, and, by the 
general study of invisibility, to avoid as far as possible 
undue losses from the fire of the enemy the more formid- 
able they would be as an army and the more respected as 
a nation. 





A good story is told by Captain Guy Burrows, in his 
book, “The Land of the Pigmies,” about a white man 
who was amusing himself by explaining to some African 
savages, the Mobunghi, the wonders of the steam engine 
and steamship.

Col. Edmond Bainbridge, C. B., R. A., has been ap-

ainbridge joined the Royal Artillery in 1860. Formerly 
all the officers of the six ordnance factories were from 
the Royal Artillery, but recently the superintendents 
and other officials have been taken from any service pro- 
ducing suitable men or from civil life. The present 
Deputy Director General is a civilian, and the superin- 
tendent of the Royal Gun Factory was recently a naval 
officer. The appointment of a military man to the post 
of Director General is in the nature of a reversion to the 
former order of things. 


The German Emperor has been trying a new weapon, 
in the shape of a sort of rifle revolver based chiefly on 
Mr. Maxim's principles. It resembles the Mauser re- 
volver in all important points, has a length of a foot, 
and the magazine contains ten cartridges like the Mauser 
revolver. The pistol fits into a wooden frame which, 
together with the butt-end proper, forms the shoulder 
rest and gives the revolver the appearance of a magazine 
rifle. The improvements that Mr. Maxim added to the 
weapon are a secret, but are chiefly connected with exter- 
nal additions concerning the magazine and the butt end. 


The Indian authorities are carrying out an experiment 
which may have value to our own troops on foreign ser- 
vice. It is a sea trip given sick soldiers for the benefit of 
their health. When Lord Elgin returned to England 300 
men were accommodated in the steamship Clive, which 
conveyed Lord and Lady Elgin and family from Cal- 
cutta to Suez. The men returned in the steamer from 
Suez to Bombay, and thus had the benefit of over a 
month at sea. 


While the British Government is strengthening the 
fortifications of Jamaica, a pretty constant fire of sug- 
gestions for an alliance is kept up. It is not necessary. 
The island is theirs and we cannot object to their cov- 
ering it with guns and making another Heligoland of it 
if they choose.

The St. Petersburg “Novosti” is informed that two new 
steamships, to be built for the Russian Volunteer fleet, 
will be ordered in England. The cost of construction is 
estimated at not less than 4,000,000 roubles. The Rus- 
sian Naval Administration has resolved to complete, in 
the course of the present year the construction of the 
following further additions to the fleet: Two first-class 
ironclads, viz., the Peresvet and Ostiabia, each having 
a displacement of 12,674 tons; the first-class cruiser 
Growoboi, of 12,374 tons; the cruisers Pallas, Diana, and 
Aurora, having each a displacement of 6,630 tons and 
two torpedo boats of the Sokol type of 220 tons each. 
Next year the Naval Administration will carry out the 
construction of 22 torpedo boats of the same type and 
displacement; also two torpedo boats of an improved 
model, each of 193 tons. It has also been decided to com- 
mence the construction of three first-class ironclads of 
the type of the Peresvet, of about 12,700 tons each, and 
two cruisers, one of 6,000 tons and the other of 8.000 
tons.

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BORACIC ACID AS AN ARTICLE OF DIET. 


The evidence of many concurring statements indicates 
that boracice acid is used in some cases as a preservative 
of meat, though this ie strenuously denied by those in- 
terested. Borax is a powerful antiseptic, preventing the 
development of bacteria. It prevents putrefaction in 
meat by destroying the infusoria and organisms that sup- 
port the process. For these reasons it ie believed to be 
on the whole antagonistic to the processes of digestion. 
Speaking of the alleged use of boracic and salicylic acid 
for preserving meat, Dr. Geo. F. Shrady says in the 
Medical Record: 

“Aside from the reprehensible practice of adding chem- 


icals of any kind to food, there is a positive danger in so 
doing of slowly poisoning the unsuspecting victim. The-

oretically we may showme that either of the acids men- 
tioned may not used in sufficient quantities in any 
given case to produce immediately deleterious effects, but 
practically we must conclude that their continued use 
must be necessarily fraught with harm in interfering 
with digestion, in arresting proper nutriment, in compli- 
eating secretion, and eventually in irritating the entire 
intestinal tract.” It is a question whether canned roast 
beef is a fit ration for the Army even where it is prop- 
erly canned, and of good quality. It does not appear to 
keep well in hot climates. But all of these questions 
are now in process of settlement, and we are content to 
leave them in the hands of the accomplished and com- 
petent officers to whom their determination has been 
committed. 

Not long ago Canadian packers were accused of using 
boric acid in their prepared meats. They denied the 
fact except as to hams and bacon packed in salt with a 
small quantity of the antiseptic added. When this was 
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brushed or washed off the meat was left without any 
of the preservative, and it was stated that the 
consumers did not object to this use of the acid, 

as it did not enter into the meat,

Voluntary retirement on retired pay or gratuity from 
the regimental rank of Major on full pay is not allowed 
in the British Army, before the completion of 25 years’ 
service, except when the officer desirous of retiring jg 
appointed to serve for five years in the militia, or when 
certain promotions or adjustments in rank will follow the 
retirement.
